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CONGRESS AND THE TARIFF 


MEMBERS WHO FAVOR MAKING 
RAW MATERIALS FREE. 

A GREAT DIFFERENCE OF OPINION AS TO 
THE POSSIBILITY OF TARIFF LEGISLA- 
TION AT THE PRESENT SESSION, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—There is great 
difference of opinion among Democratic mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives as to what 
should be done about the tariff during the short 
Bession. Mr. Carlisle has expressed his belief 
thit no attempts will be made to revise or cor- 
rect the present law during the present Congress. 
Mr. Hurd says that if there is not some- 
thing done it will not. be his fault. 
Mr. A. 38. Hewitt had something to say this 
morning, when asked for his opinion of the 
message of the President and the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, which shows that he 
believes that Congress has the time, if it has the 
desire, to enact an important measure of relief 
from war taxation. Mr. Hewitt says that he 
has read both the message and the report care- 
fully and finds them extremely interesting. He 
was particularly pleased with the position of 
Secretary McCulloch, who had taken precisely 
the ground occupied by Mr. Hewitt in his 
Bpeech of 1830, when he advocated the 
removal of duties upon raw materials. He fa- 
vors that proposition now, and is glad to see that 
Mr. McCulloch and the President have brought 
the two parties so closely together in their re- 
spective documents. it would be practicable, 
Mr. Hewitt thinks, for the present Congress to 
put raw materials on’ the free list, including 
wools, without great loss of time or the seri- 
pus interrupticn of other business. All other 
zhanges made necessary by such an extension of 
the free list would become apparent by such a 
retorm. 

Mr. Hewitt’s propositions were embraced in 
House bill No. 6,970, introduced on May 12. In 
that bill he put drugs in acrude state, soap 
stocks, sait, coal, coke, timber, sawed lumber, 
hubs, staves, pickets, iaths, shingles, pine and 
spruce clapboards, unmanufactured wood, iron 
ore, copper, jead ore and_ aross,_ nickel 
pre, chromate of iron, hay, chiccory 
root, and many other articles on the 
free list. Wools of the third class were 
iInciuded, but Mr. Hewitt says he now favors 
putting wools of all classes on the free list. 
Other articles proposed to be put on the free list 
were rags, books in foreign languages and pro- 
fessional! books, and paintings and statuary. 
Mr. Hewitt believes that something shouid be 
done to carry out the suggestions of the 
President and Secretary McCulloch. That 
would be, he maintains, consistent with 
the best Democratic teachings, and he 
is gratitied that the two parties have been 
brought so near together upon so important a 
question. In order to test the disposition of the 
Senate, representing the party of which Presi- 
dent Arthurand Mr. McCulloch are distinguished 
representatives, a bill extending the tree list 
should be passed and sent to the upper branch. 
If it refuses to pass it, the remedy will lie with 
the people whe elect Senators. 

Mr. John J. O’Neill, of Missouri, who has jast 
arrived in Washington, also favors taking up 
the tariff question immediately, and he desires to 
have the dutics taken off of raw materials. 
“The manufacturers,” he says, ** cannot enter 
fairiy into competition with those of other 
countrie swhen handicapped with excessive du- 
tieson raw uaterials. ‘The cost of production de- 
termines note niy the price of the goods, but the 
wages of the skilled laborer.’ He is opposed 
to having the wages of the workmen taken from 
them to pay bounties to the wool growers of 
Jexas and Ohio, which, besides increasing the 
cost of clothing, blankets, \c., more than 20 per 
cent., also paralyzes the manufacturers, who 
only exported 1 per cent. inthe productof a 
wool clip of over 400,000 pounds last year. Mr. 
O’Neill repeated a conversation held with one 
of the largest manufacturers of woolens in the 
United States, whose shops arein Philadelphia, 
in which he told him that the abolition of the 
duty would treble manufactures by giving 
them a foreign market. Mr. Cummings, the 
enterprising glass manufacturer, indorsed 
the putiing of soda ash on the 
free list, which now costs glassmakers $1,000,000 
duty each year. Not an ounce of tin plate was 
made in the United States, and yet the annual 
duty was over $4,500,000. To protect the manu- 
facturers the fetters must be removed, so that 
American enterprise and intelligence can havea 
fair field. He says that his bill to abolish tariff 
taxes on articles of food would reduce import 
duties $66,000,000, over $46,000,000 of which is on 
raw suge-, which, if removed, would make the 
Mississipi Valley, and particularly St. Louis, 
the sugar refinery of the world.

TEA EXAMINER DAVIES'S TROUBLES.

These charges 
were preferred before Secretary Folger 
and have been carefully _ investigated 
by Secretary McCulloch. The answer 
made by Mr. Davies, it is understood, is to the 
effect that he did receive money from the per- 
s0ns acecusiig him, but that it was for his serv- 
ices as an attorney in securing the passage of the 
bill creating the office he holds. A/iter the bill 
had passed, and Mr. Dayies was appointed, it 
seems that Mr. Asher Barnett, who hoids a posi- 
tion in the Heuse of Representatives, made a 
demand upon Mr. Davies for $0 as part ofa 
fee of $1.00 he was to receive tor assistance in 
securiag iis passage. Mr. Barnett’s affidavit 
to this effect is said to be among the papers in 
the Treasury Depactment, and Mr. Davies is un- 
derstood to have plied that it was to raisc this 
additional S$) that he applied to the importers. 
The Secretary of the Treasury will, it is stated, 
defer his decision until Monday, and it Mr. 
Davies desires to be heard by counselor in per- 
fon before thac time, it may be that his removal, 
which seems imminent, may be averted.

SCHOHARIE COUNTY FRAUDS. 


THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY INSTRUCTED TO 
PROSECUTE THEIR PERPETRATORS, 

COBLESKILL, Dec. 3.—Investigation into 
the frauds committed against this county by 
Merritt Baker, ex-Clerk of the Board of Super- 
visors, is being continued at the Court-house. 
One Supervisor said he thought the frauds would 
reach $10,000. At the next meeting of the Grand 
Jury it is propable that at least four indictments 
of Baker's confederates will be found. The en- 
tire day was devoted by the board to hearing 
evidence taken by the Investigating Committee. 
The long and narrow Supervisor’s room was 
crowded with spectators. John De Graff, Super- 
intendent of the Poor during Baker’s term, 
in his testimony before the committee 
said that Baker gave him ae statement 
in writing of the bills and amounts that he, De 
Graff, wasto pay, and that this statement was 
made after the board adjourned. De Graff asked 


Baker what he was to do with the surplus 
money he had in hand, if any, after paying all 
the bills. Baker told him to pay the bills on the 
statement, and that the baJance would be his. 
Hiram Schoolcraft, of the Miscellaneous Com- 
mittee, was unable to tell what had become of 
the accounts of his comnmittee. W. M. Shafer, of 
the Committee on County Superintendents, bad 
no record of the accounts for 1880. M. W. Stev- 
ens, of the Committee on Poor Accounts, 
knew of no _ Obills being audited. Hadley 
Snyder, Chairman of the Committee on 
Poor Accounts signed the bills made in excess, 
He did not think of asking the clerk what it 
meant when he saw by the proceedings there 
was a discrepancy. He never had received 
any of the money, and he nesitated several 
minutes, and was apparently embarrassed by 
the question whether he had burned the missing 
papers of the poor accounts, but finally answered 
*‘No.” Jacob Rickard,a member of the Com- 
mittee on County Superintendents’ Accounts 
for 1881, did not think his name signed on the 
report of the Albany Orphan Asylum bill was 
written by him. He had no recollection of 
two checks of $162 made to M. A. Baker 
being audited by the committee. Witness had 
no recollection of auditing the following bills: 
Check for $36, payable to C. H. Smith, indorsed 
C. H. Smith and M, A. Baker; check for $50, 
payable to the order of Henry R. Gale, indorsed 
H. R. Gale and M. A. Baker; check for $75, pay- 
able to the order of H. 8. Gale, indorsed by H. 38. 
Gale and D. C. Dow, Cashier. Henry C. Lyker, 
who was Chairman of the board in 1881, swore 
that he placed such implicit confidence in Baker 
that he signed in blank and delivered to 
him £05 county checks. He did not know 
whether he would have done such a thing 
in his own _ business. He asserted that 
he did not receive any compensation 
from Baker, nor was he interested in the 
thefts. George Burhans, the succeeding Chair- 
man. would not admit that he had siened blank 
checks to any great number,though he might 
have signed afew. M.D. Bice, janitor, testified 
to having assisted Mr. Snyder in finding certain 
papers, to having heard him tearing up papers 
after the adjournment of one meeting, and to 
having seen him put something in the stove. 
Tne County Treasurer, James C. Williams, was 
sworn and testified that he never paid a check 
that he knew was wrong. The evidence was 
closed, when a resolution was unanimously 
adopted that the District Attorney be directed 
to labor to procure the indictment of all who 
were apparently implicated with Baker in the 
frauds committed. 





PROHIBITION IN OHIO.

WHAT THE NEXT LEGISLATURE IS EXPECTED 
TO DO. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 3.—The overthrow of 
the Scott taxation law by the Democratic ma- 
jority of the State Supreme Court has even yet 
worse confused the already well-mixed question 
of temperance reform in Ohio. The Republican 
Legislature that passed the Scott law did so asa 
compromise with the liquor element, and in the 
expectation that the saloon keepers would 
recognize it as the nearest approach to a license 
law that could ever be had in this State. A few 
of the saloon men so accepted it, and gave 
their assistance to the Republicans, but the 
great majority did all they could to 
Punish the Republicans, and finally com- 
pellea the Democrats to have the law 
declared void. When this was done a feeling of 
injury filled the minds of the Republican leaders, 
and they were ready to join hands with any- 
body in action aguinst the saloon business. Here 
would seem to be the opening which the Pro- 
hibitionists had been seeking. But it so hap- 
pened that just at this juncture of affairs New- 
York gave her Electoral vote to Cleveland, and 
a great many attributed the blame to the 
presence of St. John in the field, and were in- 
censed beyond measure at the size of the Pro- 
hibition vote. Therefore,any taik tothem of 
temperance legislation just now goes for noth- 
ing. The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
otf Ohio, the leading temperance organization of 
the State, has all through this been placed in an 
unpleasant position. The National Union was 
out for its St. John ticket, and many of the 
leading workers in the State orgauization had 
deciared themselves in the same direction. But 
the State Union by the firmness of its President, 
Mrs. & J. Phinney, and a majority of the execu- 
tive Board, stood by its past agreemert and held 
toa non-partizan position. Had it not done so 
the Prohibition vote of Ohio would have been 
very much Jarger than it was. Despite this fact 
the State Union has had tosuffer from the action 
of the superior organization, and has had no 
little difliculty in making clear its actual posi- 
tion. 

The temperance question is to attract a great 
share of attention here during the next year or 
so, and the action of the Legislature at its com- 
ing session will be watched witb no little inter- 
est. The Democrats are in the majority, and, 
as their State platforms for two years past have 
declared in favor of a license law, some step to- 
ward license would naturally be looked for. 
Yet, with a majority and with their party 
pledged to a repeal of the Scott law, they 
failed to repeal it last Winter, and a similar 
do-nothing policy now should surprise no one. 
The State Constitution declares that no license 
law shall ever be passed, and to get that license 
an amendment must be adopted. Some Dem- 
ocrats say a license amendment will be submit- 
ted for action in October next, and the Prohi- 
bitionists add that a prohibitory amendment 
shouli be sent forth with it. There is even now 
a movement on foot among the temperance 
workers to gain a majority of the next Legisla- 
ture and open the fight on anew line. In that 
event a prohibitory law could be put directly on 
the hooks without any change in the funda- 
mental law of the State.

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GONE WITH ANOTHER MAN 


A NEW-YORK BANKER’S FIANCEE 
ELOPES WITH A LAWYER. 
MISS MARY E. WILLARD, OF WASHINGTON, 

LEAVES HER HOME SUDDENLY AND 
MARRIES A YOUNG PATENT LAWYER. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—An_ elopement 
which took place in this city to-day has not been 
made public long enough to become gener- 
ally known in society circles, but it will 
excite a great deal of interest in Wash- 
ington and New-York becauso of the high 
standing of one of the parties and the distress- 
ing features of the affair. A local paper con- 
tained the announcement on Monday that Miss 
Mary E. Willard, of this city, and Mr. 
Frank Simpson, of New-York, would 
be married on Thursday of next week. 
To-day Miss Willard suddenly disappeared 
from her home, and a few hours latera tele- 
gram informed her family that she had been 
married toa young patent lawyer .of this city 
named William Paxton. Since then nothing has 
been heard from the couple. ° 
Miss Willard is a daughter of Mr. C. D. Wil- 
lard, a wealthy speculator, whose home isin the 
fashionable quarter of Capitol Hill. Her father 
is largely interested in Southern §rail- 
way lines, and is aiso connected with 
a very wealthy syndicate of English and 
Scotch gentlemen, who have made heavy 
purchases of land in the South. Three years ago 
fr. Willard’s business took him abroad, where 
he was entertained in the highest circles of so- 
ciety. He took with him his daughter, 
Mary, who was then 17 years old. Her 
marked beauty and accomplishments drew 
around her many admirers. Among those 
Miss Willard met in London was Mr. Frank 
Simpson, whose father is a member of the well- 
known New-York banking firm of Donnell, Law- 
son & Simpson. Mr.Simpson fell in love with 
Miss Willard on the spot, and warmly pressed his 
suit, both abroad and at Miss Willard’s home after 
her return to Washington. The result was an 
engagement, which met with the approval of 
both the families concerned. The young couple 
seemed perfectly happy, and arrangements for 
the marriage were begun. The marriage was ap- 
pointed to be celebrated in October last, but Mr. 
Willard, who had again gone abroad, was unable 
to return in time to be present at the ceremony, 
and the wedding was therefore postponed until 
Noyember. Again Mr. Willard could not 


leave England, and again the marriage 
was put off, the date being fixed as 
Dec. 11. Mr. Willard sailed for home 
on Nov. 29, and is now on the ocean, expecting 
to reach Washington in time to give his daugh- 
ter away at the wedding. Mr. Lawson, of the 
banking firm, left Europe two days earlier, also 
for the purpose of attending the marriage, and 
is also now on the way across. 

Young Simpson’s home is at Orange, N. J., and 
that fact and his business duties prevented his 
making more than brief visits to his betrothed. 
With perfect trust in her constancy, he fre- 
quently told Miss Willard that he did 
not wish her to avoid the company of 
her friends and shut herself up because of her 
engagement. Among her friends and admirers 
was Mr. William Paxton, who was a frequent 
caller at the Willard home. He was 
about three years her senior and was 
devoted in his attentions. Some _ notice 
of the growing friendliness between Miss 
Willard and the young lawyer was taken by her 
friends a few weeks ago, when Mrs. Willard cau- 
tioned her daughter not to give too much en- 
couragement to Paxton. The mother observed 
agrowing disinclination on Miss Willard’s part 
to go to Kansas City, where Mr. Simpson had 
prepared a beautiful home for his bride, his 
purpose being tosettle in that place and take 
charge of one of the branch houses of his father’s 
firm. Miss Willard freely admitted that she 
did not like to go West, but gave no 
sign that a marriage with Mr. Simpson 
was distasteful to her. Preparations for 
the marriage were meanwhile completed. An 
elegant wedding outfit was imported for the 
bride of sufficient value to bring the customs 
duties up to $600. Invitations ‘were sent 
to the many relatives and friends of 
the contracting parties, and rooms were 
reserved at the Riggs House for 
a large partv of New-Yorkers, who were to at- 
tend the wedding. The latter was to take place 
in the Metropolitan Presbyterian Church, on 
Capitol Hill, and the Rev. Dr. Chester, its Pastor, 
was to perform the ceremony. 

About 9 o’clock this morning Miss Willard left 
the house apparently to take a walk. For the 
first time in her life she failed to tell her mother 
where she was going. Nothing more was heard of 
her until afternoon, when Mrs. Willard received 
a telegram saying that Miss Willard and Mr. 
Paxton had been married. It is believed that 
the couple went to the rectory of Trinity Epis- 
copal Church and were married by the Rev. 
Dr. Addison and lett at once for New- 
York. Mrs. Willard was completely pros- 
trated by the news and the whole fam- 
ily «are to-night greatly agitated. They 
have had no news of the runaways beyond the 
brief announcement of thé marriage. Mr. Simp- 
son visited Miss Willard on Sunday, and left 
without a thought gf how soon _ he 
was to lose his betrothed. His proposed 
Kansas City home had _ been prepared 
at a cost of $100,000, and the couple were to be- 
gin life with all the comforts that wealth could 
procure. Dr. Addison was not at his home to- 
night, and the belief that the marriage was per- 
formed by him couid not be veritfed. 

Young Paxton is 23 years of age and is wholly 
dependent upon a rather limited patent law 
practice for hisincome. He hasa gentlemanly 
appearance and, so far as known, bears a good 
reputation. He lives in a modest house on 
Columbia-street, where his two younger brothers 
said to-night that his marriage was a complete 
surprise to the family. They saw him about 10 
o’clock in the morning and had heard nothing of 
him since. The tact that his visits to the 
house of Miss Willard were permitted is re- 
garded as an assurance of his good character, 
as the lady’s parents were very critical of 
all new acquaintances. Miss Willard is described 
by her friends asalady of most estimable dis- 
position. She was one of the most constant and 
regular attendants at the Sunday school of the 
Metropolitan Presbyterian Church, of which 
Dr. Chester is Pastor, and has always been duti- 
ful, modest, and governed by the advice of ex- 
tremely solicitous parents.

ZORA BURNS’S FATHER SHOOTS.

The latter, who 
was a _ reputable resident of Lincoln, was 
arrested, charged with the murder cf Zora Burns, 
who wasaservant in his household. The crime 
was a most revolting one, and circumstantial 
evidence was strongly against Carpenter. He 
was acqtitted, however, and took his family to 
Dakota, where they have settled.

THE LEADERS IN CONFERENCE | 


REPUBLICANS DISCUSSING THE SPEAKER- 
SHIP AND SENATORSHIP. 

The settlement of the Senatorial and 
Speakership questions was reputed to be the 
object of the unusually large gathering at the 
Gilsey House last night of Republicans from 
the interior of the State. James D. Warren 
and Collector Charles A. Gould, of Buffalo; 
Gen. George H. Sharpe, of Kingston, and An- 
drew H. Draper, of Albany, and his gillie, As- 
semblyman Forsyth, were registered at tbe hotel 
many hours before they were joined by John M. 
Davy ani Postmaster D. T. Hunt, of Rochester; 
Henry 8. Pierce, the Canandaigua Collector; 
W. EE. Kisselburgh, the editor of the 
Troy Times, and C. C, Ormsby, ex-District 
Attorney, of Saratoga. During the day other 
Republicans who are interested in politics gravi- 
tated into the hotel and registered. They in- 
cluded H, D. Lyman, Third Assistant Post- 
master-General, of Washington; William J. 
Arkell, proprietor of the Albany Evening Jowr- 
nal, and David Wilber, of Otsego County, 
bronzed as all farmers are who devote much 
time to the raising of hops. 

John J. O’Brien, Bernard Biglin and Robert 
G. McCord, who are not unknown to local poli- 
tics, sauntered leisurely up Broadway in 
the evening, pondering upon such atfairs 
as are wont to occupy the minds of states- 
men. They.were in an uncommunicative mood 
and exchanged little conversation with one 
another. Justice Solon B. Smith turned a corner 
as they passed and startled them with an in- 
vitation to indulge in a coffee bean in a 
neighboring restaurant, an invitation which 
they promptly accepted. The bean was 
properly disposed of, and _ the _quar- 
tet strolled past the Gilsey House. 
Justice Smith spied a farmer-like looking gen- 
tleman, wearing a ruffied silk hat, standing in 
the hotel lobby. Shading his eyes for a moment, 
he satisfied himself that bis surmise was correct, 
and announced to his associates: ** Helio ! there’s 
Silas B. Dutcher. What’s up? Let’s go in.” 

They all went in, and in afew moments there 
wasa reunion being held of local and county 
Republicans. Greetings had barely been ex- 
changed when Congressman Henry G. Burieigh 
came fiying through the corridor with 
a short man at his heels, who was puff- 
ing like a locomotive and _ trying to 
keep up with the Congressman. This was Col- 
lector James S. Smart, of the Kensselaer district. 
Henry E. Abell, the former private secretary of 
Gov. Cornell, and Reuben L. Fox, late of the 
State Engineer's office, joined the group. Then 
the members divided up into twos. and 
threes. Mr. Biglin backed up to the wall and 
entertained Mr McCord, while Mr. Dutcher and 
Mr. O’Brien wandered into an anteroom and 
gossiped about matters which could not have 
been remotely associated with these two great 
problems of the party. 

Mr. Smart and Mr. Burleigh proceeded straight 
tothe room of Mr. Warren, where they tound 
that estimable gentleman already being enter- 
tained by Gen. Sharpe and Andrew 5&8. 
Draper. ‘These five gentlemen constituted 
a conference to discuss State politics, and 
later on they were joined by Mr. Wilber. 
It can only be surmised that they discussed the 
Speakership and the Senatorship, and that they 
endeavored to ascertain from one another the 
sentiments of their various localities upon 
these two topics. The result of their de- 
liberations is not recorded, for the rea- 
son that they declined to give them. Mr. 
burleigh said that no conclusion had been 
reached which would indicate that they were 
united upon any one thing except this--the ne- 
cessity of nominating a good Speaker and a Sen- 
ator who wouid reflect credit upon the Repub- 
lican Party. 

These gentlemen, acccrding to their own state- 
ments, are ssomewhat divided in their prefer- 
ences. Mr. Smart, for instance, favors the se- 
lection of James D. Warren for United States 
Senator, providing that gentleman can 
be prevailed upon to stand as a can- 
didate. He does not indicate his choice 
for Speaker, though he thinks very_ fa- 
vorably of Messrs. O’Neil, Howe, and Hub- 
bell. Congressinan Burleigh is outspoken in 
his advocacy of Levi P. Morton for Senator 
and George Z. Erwin, of St. Lawrence, 
for Speaker. Mr. Warren professed to 
be in a blisstul state ot ignorance 
concerning political affairs of the present and 
the future. He said that he had got through 
with politics and was just recovering froma 
sick spell. When asked if 1t was true that 
he was a candidate for the high office of United 
States Senator from this State, he repeated 
that he had given no thought to politics, and if 
any of his friends were urging his election 
as Senator, he did not knowit. Mr. Warren was 
equally ignorant regarding President Arthur’s 
reported candidacy for Senator. ‘1 asked Gen. 
Arthur about that very matter, and he did not 
answer me,” declared Mr. Warren with seeming 
frankness. ‘‘ As for the Speakership of the As- 
sembly I know absolutely nothing. I haven't 
the sligntest idea who the Republican members 
from Erie County will support for that position.” 

Gen. Sharpe and Andrew £. Draper entertain 
views similar to those of Congressman Burleigh. 
All these gentlemen are friends of President 
Arthur, and would like to see him in the 
office of Senator. They do not, however, press 
his claims, contenting themselves with the 
declaration that if the office should go to him 
they would be weli pleased, though it would be 
neither wise nor dignified for his friends 
to engage in a scramble for it. The 
next best thing, they say, is for them 
to agree upon some other Republican 
and engage in a friendly contest with all other 
comers to capture the prize for him. Many of 
the President's friends are warmly inclined to- 
ward Minister Morton, while Congressman Bur- 
— and Silas B. Dutcher are outspoken for 
him. 

Ex-Senator Platt, who cannot strictly be 
classed with those who entertain friendship for 
the President, is at work in Mr. Morton’s be- 
half. He is also making an _ active can- 
vass for Mr. Erwin’ for the Speaker- 
ship. Mr. Dutcher explains his interest in 
Mr. Erwin as his fulfillment of a promise 
made to that gentleman last year to assist him 
if he was ever again a candidate for the Speak- 
ership. Mr. Dutcher bas just returned from the 
wilds of Jefferson County, where he has been 
canvassing for Mr. Erwin. He_ does not 
make public the results of his labors. 

A perplexing feature of Mr. Erwin’s can- 
vass is the fact that St. Lawrence County 
is divided against itself, and Mr. Erwin 
cannot count upon any assistance from 
either of his two colleagues or of ex-At- 
torney-General Leslie W. Russeli. The repre- 
sentative of the First Assembly District of St. 
Lawrence, Gen. Curtis, has entered the field asa 
candidate and will have the support of the 
member from the Seccnd District, An- 
drew Tuck. Mr. Russell is himself a can- 
didate for United States Senator, and as 
a friend who has rendered Mr. Erwin 
much friendly assistance in the past, he is nat- 
urally somewhat aroused over Mr. Erwin's can- 
didacy. Mr. Erwin is therefore compelled to 
rely largely upon outside help, and he recognizes 
Mr. Platt as his chief supporter, though very 
thankful, of course, ior the aid of Messrs. 
Dutcher and Burleigh. 

None of the Republicans who were in the city 
Jast night and who have any interest in these 
two subjects will leave for a day or two. 

The only outspoken advocate of Mr. Arthur 
Yor the Senatorship was§Mr. Kisselburgh, who 
said: ** I’m in favor of Mr. Arthur, and, if neces- 
sary, of making a fight for him. He can do 
more than any other Republican to rearrange 
matters inthe party in this State. He made it 
possible for Mr. Blaine to be elected, and he has 
maintained a dignified position that deserves 
recognition. However, I’m going to HKurope 
next week, and shall take no part in politics for 
three months to come.”

BISMARCK’S BAD DEFEAT 


—__—_~.--— 
A SPEECH WHICH HAD NO EFFECT 
ON THE REICHSTAG. 

DR. WINDTHORST’S MOTION TO REPEAL THE 
LAW FOR THE EXPULSION OF PRIESTS 
CARRIED BY A LARGE MAJORITY. 

BERLIN, Dec. 3.—In the Reichstag to-day 
Prince Bismarck declared tuat the reintroduc- 
tion of Dr. Windthorst’s motion to repeal the 
law empowering the Government to expel or in- 
tern priests for illegally exercising their func- 
tions after its recent rejection by the Bundes- 
rath was disrespectful to the Bundesrath. More- 
over, he said, the last two Prussian Ministers of 
Public Worship had not applied the law. The 
attitude taken by the party of the Centre 
impeded an understanding between Germany 
and Rome. Prussia would not consent to repeal 
the law—at least not for the Polish districts. The 
Government would only accept a prelate for the 
Archbishopric of Posen, who did not sympathize 
with the efforts to sever West Prussia and Upper 
Silesia from the Prussian State. The negotia- 
tions, between Prussia and the Roman Curia 
since 1878 had been practically without result, 
although Prussia had granted various conces- 
sions. These negotiations are still pending. The 
Government could afford to wait. It would only 
make further concessions in case concessions 
were made by Rome with a view to the restora- 
tion of peace. 

Dr. Windthorst having replied to the speech 
of Prince Bismarck, the Chancellor continued 
his remarks against Dr. Windthorst’s motion. 
He declared that the freedom of the church was 
nowhere challenged, and that Prussia’s rejection 
of the Papal candidates for the Bishopric of 
Posen was simply an exercise of her sovereign 
rights and wus in accordance with treaties. 
Prince Bismarck said that he was rejoiced to 
hear Dr. Windthorst state that he was opposed 
to a Parliamentary Government. If it were 
possible for tue Government quietiv to resign 
and say to the majority: “ Here. are our port- 
folios; be good enough to continue the dispatch 
of public business,” then matters would be even 
worse than now. If the majority, consisting of 
the Conservatives, the Centre, with its adherents, 
the New German Liberals, the Volkspartel, 
and the Social Democrats had to re- 
construct the Government the result would 
be a ministry like that of England 
under Mr. Gladstone. He _ predicted the 
breaking up of the Centre Party when the Kul- 
turkampf terminated, and its members would 
either join the Progressive Party or disappear. 
Prince Bismarck continued by saying that he 
was less concerned about the struggle between 
Church and State than Dr. Windthorst supposea. 
The law, he contended, was directed against po- 
litical agitation, and not against religious liberty. 

In spite of Prince Bismark’s opposition Dr. 
Windthorst’s motion to repeal the law in ques- 
tion was passed by a vote of 217 to 93. 

Paris, Dec. 3.—The Morning News re- 
ports that Count Herbert Bismarck recently 
challenged Herr Eugene Richter on the ground 
that the latter had insulted the Chancellor ina 
speech in the Reichstag. Herr Richter refused 
to accept the challenge. He declared that he 
would not fight a duel with Prince Bismarck 
even concerning a matter which occurred in 
Parliament, and if not with him then much less 
with his son. 


EVENTS OF THE DAY IN PARIS. 
EFFORTS TO AVERT A CABINET CRISIS—M. 
MORIN’S NEFARIOUS WORK. 

Paris, Dec. 3.—The leaders of the ma- 
jority in the Chambers have been in consulta- 
tion to-day with the committee of the Chamber 
of Deputies which has charge of the Senatorial 
Retorm bill. The Republican Union has also 
taken part in the conference, and it is expect- 
ed that an understanding will be reached. The 
committee of the Deputies express the opinion 
that the amendment of M. Floquet, that the 
elections of Senators shall be by suffrage, will be 


merely affirmed, as it is inapplicable in principle. 
Ata meeting to-day of the Republican Union 
party, it was unanimously agreed that the adop- 
tion of M. loquet’s amendment would not tend 
to lessen confidence in the Government. 

A second Cabinet council at the Palace Elysée 
will be held to-night, to decide finally upon sev- 
eralimportant State papers. The Cabinet this 
morning decided to request the Chamber of 
Deputies to rescind its vote of urgency and 
allow a second debate upon the bill, when, it is 
hoped, the amendments will be rejected. 

The Cabinet council went into session at 9 
o’clock this evening and adjourned at midnight. 
At the urgent request of President Grévy the 
other members of the Ministry, as well as M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau, the Minister of the In- 
terior, abandoned their intentions of  re- 
signing their portfolios. The council decided 
to resubmit the Senatorial! Reform bill to the 
Senate, and demand the adoption of the scheme 
approved by the commission of the Chamber of 
Deputies. Prime Minister Ferry and M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau will explain their views to the 
committee on Thursday. 

An anti-protectionist league has been formed 
in this city, its especial aim being to agitate 
public optaion against the proposed duties upon 
corn. M. Léon Say is President of the league. 
Its principal committee includes M. Leroy, a 
Deputy: M. Beaulieu, M. Milland, a Senator; M. 
Molenari, and Gustave Perriere. 

La Justice chargesthe Opportunists with caus- 
ing the defeat of the Government in the Depu- 
ties and the election of M, Garnier, the Bona- 
partist, by voting with the Bonapartist party, 
Le Soleil predicts thatthe defeat is but the pre- 
cursor of the result inthe coming general elec- 
tions, in which, it says, the Radicals will be 
everywhere the last in the ballot. 

Ata meeting of the Municipal Council to-day 
M. Le Vaillant, Prefect of Haute-Savoie, charged 
the police with having provoked the late riots in 
the Salle Levis. The Council adopted a resoiu- 
tion expressing the desire that the control of 
the police service should lay in the Municipal 
Council. <A resolution was alsa passed demand- 
ing the rejection of the proposition before the 
— of Deputies to tax imports of corn and 
cattle. 

The apartments of M. Morin, the man who was 
shot the other day by Mme. Clovis-Hugues, have 
been searched. In them important documents 
were found, including a list of witnesses sub- 
orned by Mme. Lenormand to testify against her 
husband. She wished to obtain a divorce, and 
engaged the services of a private detective 
agency to prove that a guilty connection had 
existed between her husband and Mme. Clovis- 
Hugues. 

Messrs. Wider and Philippe have sent to the 
Theatre L’Ambigu Comique a play entitled 
* La Cinquiéme Avenue,” the scene of which is 
laid in New-York at the present time. 


THE TRADE OF THE NIGER. 

BERLIN, Dec. 3.—Sir Edward Malet’s pro 
memoria states that England, in the interest of 
traders, had established a protectorate extend- 
ing northward to Benin, southward to Ambas 
Bay, thus comprising the whole lower Niger 
country to a junction with the Benone River. 
England does not claim the rivers crossing the 
Rio del Rey. The river Nigeris navigable 630 
kilometers, and the river Benone 620 kilometers, 
Sir Edward Malet states that the British discov- 
eries have been made since 1830; that the com- 
merce of the Niger basin has been solely English, 
and that the progress of civilization there has 
been due to the efforts of British Consuls. 

Lonpon, Dec. 3.—Farl Granville, the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, has in- 
structed Sir Edward Malet, the English delegate 
to the Congo Conference, to adhere to his decla- 
rations, and to decline to admit that either the 
powers or the Conference can interfere in that 
oortion of the Niger territory which is under 
English protection. In his position at the con- 
ference Sir Edward Malet has the support of the 
delegates from Portugal and Italy, against those 
ot France and Germany. ’ 


RUMORS OF EL MAHDI’S DEATH. 

Lonvon, Dec. 3.—A dispatch from Don- 
gola to Reuter’s News Agency says: ** The Mudir 
has received news that the Mahdiis dead, and 


that his followers are dying very fast. The 
camel corps and the Staffordshire regiment will 
start for Ambukol next week.” 


Paris, Dec. 3.—The Temps considers the 
latest proposals of Earl Granville for the settle- 
meut of the Egyptian debt to amount in effect 
to an English protectorate over Egypt.

Lonpbon, Dec. 3.—A dispatch from Hong 
Kong to the Times says: “It 1s believed here 
that China is determined to resist France d 
outrance.

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A HUMAN BAROMETER. 


AN OLD SOLDIER’S ABILITY TO FORETELL 
STORMS THROUGH AN INJURED LEG. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 2.—The surgeons 
of the Jefferson College Hospital, in this city, 
have been very much interested recently in a 
somewhat unusual case that has been in their 
hands for treatment. It is thatof a man who 
may be described as a human barometer. So far, 
however, from boasting of his power to foretell 
changes in the weather, the patient, whose name 
is Frederick Guyer, went to the hospital in hopes 
that the surgeons might cure him of his malady. 
During the war Guyer was Captain of Company 
D, Ninth New-York Volunteers. Early in 
the morning of the second day’s fight 
in the Wilderness he was struck by a 
Minié rifle ball, which penetrated his right leg, 
three inches above the knee. The engagement 
was so hot at the time that his comrades could 
render him no further attention than to place 
him under a tree somewhat out of the direct line 
of fire, and there he remained for 36 hours; when 
achange of front by the Federal lines left him in 
Confederate territory,and he was taken pris- 
oner. The rebel surgeon into whose hands he 
fellinsisted upon amputatiny his leg, and the 
operation was roughly performed by candie- 
light, the limb being taken off at the thich. 

"Six or seven days after that,” said Capt. 
Guyer to THE TIMEsS’s correspondent this morn- 
ing, ‘* I began to feel severe pains in the stump, 
and have never been wholly free trom suffering 
since. The sensation is apparently in the foot. 
il have never felt any pain that seemed to come 
from the thigh, or, indeed, from anywhere above 
the ankle. There is usually a twitching sensa- 
tion, such asa man ex¥eriences in an electric 
bath, at the point where the great toe joins the 
toot. Sometimes there is a similar feeling in 
the little toe; then again there isa burning sen- 
sation across all of the toes, and occasionally a 
pain in the heel. Before my treatment in the hos- 
pital I could always tell by the increased sever- 
ity of the pain when we were going to have 
astorm. It was especially severe just before a 
north or northeast wind began to blow, but 
when there was a big storm coming my toes 
would begin to ache three or four days in ad- 
vance, and as the storm approached the pain 
would become so intense as to almost set me 
erazy. You remember the big electric storm we 
had three years ago, when the aurora filled the 
sky at night and all the telegraph wires were dis- 
arranged. 1 was living then in West Twenty- 
eighth-street, New-York, and felt the storm 
coming three days before it appeared. | sutfered 
more at that time than on any other oc- 
casion. The pain grew more severe as the 
storm approached, seemed to vary with its 
distance and its fluctuations, and reached a cli- 
max just before it broke. Then the painful sen- 
sations began to puss away, and in a few hours, 
while the storm was still raging, I was at ease 
again. I could always foretell any change in the 
weather, either trom fair to stormy or from 
stormy to fair, and could also tell its severity. A 
Jocal storm or one of slight magnitude affected 
me but slightly, while a general storm was an- 
nounced by its unpleasant forerunners accord- 
ing to its magnitude, and, similarly, I knew by 
the relief from pain when clear weather was 
coming. Since leaving the hospital [ have been 
comparatively free from pain, though [I still feel 
occasional twitches.”’ 

The operation performed on Capt. Guyer was 
as remarkable as his disease. It consisted of the 
removal of a number of large bulbous forma- 
tions from the stumps of the nerves. Bulbs 
about the size of the middle tinger of the average 
man’s hand and nearly an ipch long were cut 
off from the greater and lesser sciatic nerves, 
and smaller formations were removed from 
other nerves. In all six of these abnormal 
growths were found and removed. The patient 
was kept in the hospital four weeks, and was 
discharged about two weeks ago, though he still 
reports periodically for examination and treat- 
ment. The wounds made by the scalpel are 
healing nicely, and the doctors think that when 
the inflammation subsides no more vain will be 
felt. The patient isabout 45 years old, of slen- 
der build, and, aside from his peculiar malady, is 
in good health. He has never worn an artificial 
leg, but has always used crutches. Dr. John H. 
Brinton, the operating surgeon, is preparing a 
monograph on the case for publication in a 
medical journal. 





THE BELL TELEPHONE PATENTS. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Dec. 3.—Arguments on 
a motion to set aside the Bell Telephone patents, 
which are being heard by the Minister of Agri- 
culture, will be concluded late to-night. .The 
court has been sitting for the past two days and 
will probably sit until midnight. The disputants 
have clearly proved that telephones were 
imported into Canada in contravention of 
the patent law; that the Bell Telephone 
Company refused to sell instruments and 
that they were not placed befcre the public at a 
reasonable price, any of which points invalidate 
the Canadian patent. The defense argue that 
having expended enormous sums of money in 
the country the law should not be carried out 
to the letter if they have been guilty of an, in- 
fraction of the law. During the evidence taken 
to-day it was shown by the Bell Company that 
the actual cost of manufacturing the instru- 
ments was only $1 87 each.

MRS.“CONNOR LOSES’ DIAMONDS 
AND JEWELS WORTH $7,500. > 

ENGLISH PROFESSIONALS WORKING THE 
CITY SAID TO HAVE STOLEN $60,000 

» IN THE DIFFERENT HOTELS, 
* * Yes, don’t mention it,” said handsome 
Mrs. Connor, as she greeted a TIMES reporter in 
her elegantly furnished rooms at the St. James 
Hotel last night. ** I’ll tell you all about it.” 

“Don’t, please don’t,” came a feeble voice 
from a bed near by. In, on, and under the bed, 
as you please to look at it, was Capt. Connor, 
proprietor of the St. James, suffering all the 
pungs of sciatica. “Do you know,” he said, 
“I’ve a mighty goodmindto getup. Ill have 
to use crutches, of course, but what are 
crutches? Why, yearsago I used to walk with 
no legs at all. You want to hear about the rob- 
bery? J’ll tell you.” 

** Now, now,’ said Mrs. Connor, “lie still, or 
you will not be outof bed for a month. Only 
last night you arrived from St. Louis. Let mo 
tell this.” 

The Captain groaned, twisted his left leg 
around a bedpost, and kept quiet for a time. 

“Here,” said Mrs. Connor, pointing to a plush- 
covered case on a bureau, ** was where the thief 
got the valuables. Lift it.” The reporter took 
a grip on the fragile-looking affair, but it 
wouldn’t hft. Then he bowed his back, got 


down to business,and managed to raise ita 
traction of aninch. The plush-covered box was 
a completz Hall’s safe, 12 by 12 inches, and pro- 
vided with all the locks seen in big concerns. 

“It was just this way,” said Mrs. Conner, her 
hazel eyesturning to black as she talked. “I 
went down to dinner about 6 o’clock onthe 
night before Thanksgiving. A friend asked me 
to loan her a pair of opera glasses. I came up to 
my room about 7 to get them. I saw the jewel 
case gone. I[ rang up the office. Atter a search 
we found the box in the elevator room—empty. 
There was where they pried it open.’? And Mrs. 
Conner opened the lid. The marks of a * jimmy” 
were apparent. *fThe thief had entered the 
rooms by means of skeleton keys. Nothing was 
disturbed but the jewel box. 

**1 tell you,” said Mrs. Conner, her eyes turn- 
ing from black to hazel with glee, ** he might 
have got a good deal more. If he had only 
opened the first drawer of the bureau he would 
have found $400 in cash.” 

The thieves got for their booty diamonds and 
jewelry valued at $7,500. Three times the sum 
could not have bought the jewels, many of them 
having been presented to Capt. and Mrs. Con- 
nor by friends. There was a diamond brooch of 
Mrs. Connor’s,an onyx pin, with a great cat's 
eye in the centre; a gold watch, (Waltham,) 
with Mrs. Cnnoor’s monogram on the back, 4 
pair of solitaire earrings, and a dozen or more 
women’s ornaments of greater or less value. 

“Don't torget my loss,” groaned Capt. Con- 
nor. It was not forgotten. In the miniature 
safe were l4of his scarf pins, many of them 
given him by old and valued friends. There 
were diamonds, rubies, pearis, cat’s eyes, and 
other gems without end. Two diamond brace- 
viva ga he intended giving his wife, were in 
the lot. 

The work was that of a professional thief, and 
a whole gang seems to be “doing” the city. All 
New-York hotels have suffered greater or less 
losses during the last few weeks. 

**T can tell you,” said Mr. Breslin, of the Gilsey 
House, **only what I have heard to-night. Our 
house has not suffered, but I am told to be on 
the lookout fora gang ot English professional 
hotel thieves. Iam on the lookout.” 

When one of Pinkertun’s detectives was cor- 
nered in the corridor of the Hoffman House he 
admitted that he was after hotel thieves. ‘**To 
be frank with you,” he said, “the man who 
has done the real work is a young fel- 
low—not over 20. He never__—srregisters, 
but simply loats about a hoteL He 
jumps at the first opportunity. Most people 
think that when a jobis done all the plans were 
laid in advance—as an instance, to rob Mrs. 
Connor. The truth is that the thief didn’t know 
her room from anybody else’s. He saw a chance 
to getinand he gotinu. He saw that the jewel 
case was very heavy. Not stopping for anything 
else he took that, broke it open, and skipped. 
English professionals? yes,a gang of them is 
here. They came a month ago.” 

The managers of all the first-class Broadway 
hotels above Fourteenth-street were very tree 
to say that they had been warned against En- 
glish *“ professionals,” but were slow to admit 
that any robberies had occurred in their respect- 
iye houses for years past. Yet a well-known 
detective is authority for the statement that 
robberies have been perpetrated in every first- 
class house in New-York in the last month. 

*“ And I can tell you,” said the same detective, 
“that we will have the young fellow, the leader 
of the gang, 1n limbo before morning.” 

* We haven’t suffered robberies of consequence 
this season,”’ said Mr. H. L. Hoyt, manager of 
the Victoria. ‘‘I think one of the gang the de- 
tectives are after was here a little timeago. Hoe 
came in with. the rush from from the 
morning trains, registered, and went at 
once to his room, In five’ minutes 
he came down by the elevator and started up the 
stairs to his fifth-story room at once. We senta 
man after him. He stumbled into several rooms, 
but, seeing that he was watched, went direct to 
his own room. When he came down to dinner 
we examined his yvalise. It was filled with Fire- 
side Companions. He never took another meal 
at the Victoria.”’ 

At the new Murray Hill Hotel it was denied 
that any robberies had been committed there as 
reported, though it was admitted that they had 
been warned to look out for the English pro- 
fessionals. ‘*I can teli you,” said the detective 
there, ‘** that the losses at New-York hotels in the 
last six months exceed $60,000. The two Brook- 
lyn hotels have also suffered. Proprietors see 
that a publication of a loss will hurt business, 
They pay losses not bound by law todoso. A 
gang is working the city and working it well.”

THE CONTROVERSY BETWEEN MR. 


PALMER AND MR. FIELD. 
HOW THE DISPUTE OVER “‘THE PRIVATE 
SECRETARY” STANDS—THE NEW PARK-- 


M. B. CURTIS—‘‘ THREE WIVES.” 
The dispatch which was sent from Bos- 
ton to yesterday morning’s papers concerning 
the difficulties between Manager Palmer, of the 
Madison-Square Theatre, and Manager Field, 
of the Boston Museum, was complicated enough 
to still further confuse people who have kept 
half an eye on the matter. Itis not at all true 
that the affair has been amicably arranged or 
that “ Mr. Palmer discontinues giving any fur- 
ther performance” of “The Private Secretary” 
untilafter Jan.1. If a solemn and carefully 
matured attempt had been made to misstate the 
condition of things it could hardly have been 
accomplished with greater success. The farce 
valled ‘* Nunky,” produced by Mr. Field at the 
Boston Museum, wassimply word for word “ The 
Private Secretary,” all the American rights in 
which were owned by Mr. Palmer,and that gentle- 
man very naturally sought to prevent Mr. Field 
from carrying this proverty of his through the 
eountry. After a somewhat protracted struggle 
in the Boston courts, during which the piece 
completed its run at the Museum, the case was 
decided in Mr. Palmer’s favor. Meanwhile Mr. 
Field had filled up a route through New-England 
and had engaged a number of actors to play the 
principal parts. His engagements were fixed up 
to the Ist of January, andin order to carry on 
his season he had either to file a heavy bond to 
be allowed to continue under application foran 


pee ortomakesome some arrangement to pay 
Mr. Palmer royalties for the use of the play. The 


latter course was ultimately decided upon, 
Mr. Field reserving the right to carry 
the case up to the highest court, and 
Mr. Palmer merely agreeing not to put 


any Madison-Square “ Private Secretary’ com- 
pany into opposition with the Boston Museum 
organization while the agreement exists. Had 
the case gone against Mr. Palmer he would prob- 
ably have surrounded Mr. Field with Madison- 
Square onpantensinne to an extent that would 
have left him no chancefor profit. Itis now 

»xrobable that the suit will be carried up to the 
highest tribunal before which it can be tried. 
The object is to test the possibility of controlling 
in this country the use of any foreign play, 
published or unpublished. ‘This matter has 
never been fully and satisfactorily tried, and 
the best legal experts in the country are 
divided upon the question in hand. The only 
decisions thus far invoked have been given by 
the lower courts. and there isa very widespread 
impression that they will not stand when carried 
up. Mr. Palmer was the first person to demon- 
strate the possible existence of a proprietary 
right in foreign plays. He begap his protective 
crusade in connection with the * Two Orphans” 
kt the time Mr. Rankin seceded from the Union- 
Square Company and went through the country 
with an organization of his own playing another 
version of the same play. Mr. Palmer followed 
him from place to place getting preliminary in- 
junctions and so crippling Rankin, who was not 
a capitalist, that he was obliged to give up 
his season. Rankin had no object in carry- 
ing the question before the higher courts. His 
only object was to get through the country with 
the play before he could be overtaken, It so 
happens that up to the present time ull the de- 
fendants in these cases have been actuated by 
the same impulse and backed by the same ab- 
sence of funds,and it is under these circum- 
stances that the question of property in import- 
ed plays has never been given a thorough sift- 
ing. Mr. Field, however, is a manager of high 
financial responsibility and he is interested in 
fully understanding the right of a manager in 
America to completely control plays which he 
bas bought abroad. 

The attempts to keep the New Park 
Theatre open have been finally abandoned, and 
the house will now go back into the possession 
of the owners, who are two variety theatre 
managers in Brooklyn. To kecp this enterprise 
going has been a long and not very easy 
struggle, and it has cost the neople engaged in 
it a great deal of money. The theatre was built 
upon so smallan outlay that everybody was sur- 
prised to learn its cost,and up to the point of 
opening the manager had behaved with quite 
exceptional shrewdness. When the interior of 
Booth’s Theatre was sold, preparatory to tear- 
ing down the building, the furniture and dec- 
orations were bought by these managers at 
a cost of about $5,000, They subsequently 
secured at a low rental the iand upon which 
the New Park Theatre now stands, and 
after duilding up the four walls of the house 
they simply cut down the decorations to tit the 
new quarters, and their theatre was complete at 
a cost of only about $17,000. The burning ot the 
Windsor Theatre, where John A, Stevens and 
Frank B. Murtha had made a good deal of 
money, made it desirable that they should have 
xnother house, and they agreed to rent the New 


Park at the rate of $20,000 a year. The 
first play produced at this house before 
{it came into the hands of _ Stevens 
& Murtha made a little money. But since 


that time there has not been a solitary profita- 
ble production upon its stage. Themoney made 
by Stevens & Murtha at the old Windsor gradu- 
ally faded away at the New Park, and some 
months ago Mr. Stevens, who had reached the 
end ot his resources, retired trom the firm. Mr. 
Murtha still stuck by the concern, hawever, and 
succeeded in inducing Gen. Avery to go in with 
him. ‘The unfortunate presentation of the 
“Grand Duchess” practically ended that vart- 
nership, and two more weeks of John A. Stevens 
in “Unknown” wound up the career of 
the theatre altogether under circumstances 
of gioom = sufficiently profound to be 
quite appropriate. It is understood that the 
owners of the property, if they fail to 
find the right sort of a tenant, (the right sort 
being understwod toimply a long purse rather 
than an astute understanding,) will putin a 
variety show and run the placethemselves, Mr. 
Jobn R. Rogers, the vigorous manager of Min- 
nie Palmer, was thinking some months ago of 
taking the building on a long lease, building a 
new story on top of it, putting in an additional 
gallery, spending about $40,000 upon new decora- 
tions and comforts, and making the theatre fit 
to be called first class. But Mr. Rogers had 
strong inducements held out to him from 
another quarter, and allowed the New Park 
to drop. He is now making a great deal of 
money with Miss Paimer, but wiil probably 
have an important interest ina New-York thea- 
tre later on, retaining, of course, his control of 
the business of his triumphant and highly re- 
munerative young star.

This rather staggered Mr. Curtis, and he paid the 
actress two weeks’ salary to let him out of the 
engagement. The company are rather uncer- 
tain all the time as to how long they are likely to 
remain with the Curtis family, but the system 
mects with the earnest favor of the dramatic 
avents, who receive commissions from all actors 
they engage, and therefore regard Mr. Curtis's 
operations as a great assistance to their business. 
Meanwhiie, the new play performeé by thisactor 
is said to be drawing full houses, who regard the 
company ina kaleidoscopic light on the ground 
that it is seldom twice alike.

Mr. Rhoades opened the conference with a few 
words of advice. If Unitarians, be said, were 
content to go to church and listen to good ser- 
mons, and then go home and Jet their religion 
stop there, the cause was sure to languish and 
die, The churches that were strong should not 
vaunt themselves of their strength, for it might 
vanish in a night. The weak churches should 
take courage, and remember that the strong 
churches had had their days of struggle and ad- 
versity. “If you can’t meet ina church,” said 
Mr. Rhoades, ** meet in a hall, and if you can’t 
meet in a hall meet in a private house. Meet 
somewhere under any circumstances.” 

Mr. Bellows presented a brief historical sketch 
of the work of the Unitarian churches. There 
was reason, he said, to be gratified with what 
had been accomplished, but the work was not by 
any means finished. ‘vhere could be no such 
thing as the finished work of a religious body. 
“ We see,” said the speaker, “‘anew apprecia- 
tion of religion, and that what men and women 
wantis not only great truths, but the embodi- 
ment of great truths. We seea settling of tur- 
moil in the minds of men and women that has 
placed them beyond the destructive influences of 
mere controversial argument. While the time 
will never come on earth when we shall see the 
relation of hidden things, as we shall hereafter, 
our faith is now greater than ever before. All 
the great truths now rest on firmer ground than 
ever before. We have work now to undertake 
that we probably could not have accomplished 
before. Three things are to be borne in mind: 
That we have succeeded largely already; that 
where we have failed we can see the reason for 
failing, and that matters look now as if we were 
to succeed.” 

Mr. Cathrop spoke of the work that needed to 
be undertaken, and then a long discussion en- 
sued upon a proposition to expand the confer- 
ence into a New-York State Conference, and to 
place a missionary Bishop or State Secretary in 
the field. The report of a committee appointed 
ata previous meeting favoring such a course 
was finally adopted, to be presented to the 
various Unitarian churches in the State. 

Dr. Collyer invited every one in the church to 
asupper inthe vestry room,and a missionary 
meetins in the evening closed the conference.

HOME FOR NEW-YORK MERCHANTS 


LAYING THE CORNERSTONE FOR THE NEW 
MERCANTILE EXCHANGE. 

The cornerstone of the new building of 
the New-York Mercantile Exchange was laid 
yesterday afternoon with appropriate cere- 
monies. The members of the Exchange as- 
sembled in their present rooms in the Erie Build- 
ing, at Reade and West streets, at 2:30 P. M., and 
marched over 100 strong to the site of the new 
building, at Harrison and Hudson streets. J. H. 
MacBride actedas Marshal. President George 


BR. Douglass, arm in arm with the Rev. Dr. C. 8. 
Harrower, Jed the procession; ex-Presidents 
Seymour and Winsor followed next, and behind 
them was the body of the members. Among 
these were Charles 8. Brown, 8, B. Miller, Charies 
W, Chase, P. C. Ronk, L. J. Seaman, C. L. Rick- 
erson, Frank Green, B. F. Van Valkenburgh, C. 
F. Droste, N. R. French, M. B. Miller. C. B, 
Brown, H. B. Crosley, J. H. Gront, L. F. Dodd, 
George A. Boyce, John Guth, J. C. Mohr, F. W. 
Palmer, and John A, Smith. 

On arriving at the building the members as- 
cended a platform which had been erected 
around the spot upon which the stone was to 
be Jaid, and then Chairman Duckworth, of the 
Building Committee, formally delivered the 
building up to President Douglass. The Rev. 
Dr. Harrower then delivered a prayer, in which 
he invoked the Divine blessing on the Exchange. 
President Douglass next delivered an address in 
which, after calling attention to the fact that 
within a radius ot half a mile of the new build- 
ing more business is transacted than on any 
other piece ot ground of like area on this 





continent, he sketched the _ history of 
the Exchange, traced the movement tor 
the erection of the new building, and 


in conclusion stated the objects of the 
Exchange. Before Jaying the stone President 
Douglass read a list of the articles contained in 
the box put under the stone. It embraced a 
copy of the charterand by-laws of the Exchange, 
trade rules, list of trade committees, proof copies 
of all the coins of the United States, copies of all 
the daily morning papers, a city directory and 
railroad guide, samples of grain and miscel- 
laneous pamphlets connected with the extinction 
of the trade dollar. The face of the cornerstone, 
whichis of polished gray granite, bears an in- 
scription in raised letters giving the name of the 
Exchange and the date. 

The building, which is to be 100 feet long, 75 
wide, and five stories, 92 feet high, will be con- 
structed of gray granite, iron, brick, and Cum- 
berland free stone. At the southwest corner 
there will be a substantial tower 150 feet high.

WORK OF THE FREE LIBRARY. 


OTe ee me 
HELP ASKED TO AID THE INSTITUTION IN 
ITS GOOD WORK. 


The New-York Free Circulating Library, 
which is situated at No. 49 Bond-street, is about 
concluding the fourth year of its usefulness. Its 
Trustees in their annual report make a very 
gratifying exhibit of its affairs during the past 
year. The institution, though still young and 
comparatiyely small, has in the main library 
10,424 volumes. The number of regular readers 
who availed themselves of the benefits of the 
library during the year was 13,671, an increase of 
2.170 over the number of the previous year, 


while the circulation, which last year was 81,233, 
was this year 95,296. This is equivalent to over 
nine drawings of every bookin the pres f dur- 
ing the year. In all this handling and lending of 
books only three books were lost. 

The library is open on Sunday from 4 to 9 P. 
M,, and the average nuniber of books given out 
on that day is 133. The daily average during the 
year, including Sundays, has been 271, There 
appears to he a slight improvement in the class 
of books which have been drawn. The percent- 
age of works of fiction and tor juveniles drawn 
last year was 70, while this year it was 68 
Many of the works classified as quveniles, how- 
ever, are not works of fiction. The percentage 
of circulation for other classes of books was as 
follows: History, biography, and travel, 12; 

9; literary miscellany, 6; science an 
The et room was open 352 days in 
the year, and the daily average of readers vas 86. 

The Trustees received on the 10th of June last 
from Mr. Oswald Ottendorfer, the gift of 4 
branch library, which is located at No. 135 Sec- 
ond-avenue. The Ottendorfer Branch, as it has 
been formally named, is furnished with a fine 
kena, with accommodations for 15,000 vol- 
umes. It has a large and well-lighted reading 
room, and a smal! room for the use of students 
in consulting the books of reference. lt now 
has npon its shelves 4,784 books in English and 
4,035 in German, a total of 8,819, all of which 
have been catalogued, The Ottendorfer Branch 
will be formally opened Saturday afternoon 
next at 3:30 o’clock, when, after the presenta- 
tion of the library by Mr. Ottendorfer, an -ad- 
dress will be made by the Hon. Carl Schurz. 
Upon the following Monday the distribution of 
books will begin. 

The society has received a special charter from 
the Legislature which enables it to hold prop- 
erty enough to curry out the full intentions of 
the founders. The only thing now lxcking ap- 
pears to be an adequate fund to provide for the 
current expenses and growth of the library. The 
expenses during the year were $7,986 35. The 
subscriptions atid donations amounted to 
$6,646 76. The Trustees invite every one who may 
be interested in this enterprise, which 1s at once 
educational and benevolent, to visit the library 
and see how it is conducted and used. At the 
same time they appeal for donations of money, 
that they may enlarge their work and extend its 
benefits as far as possible. There is no Cheaper 
and surer way of sending sunshine into the 
houses of the poor than through the medium of 
entertaining books; and these, too, are tne best 
means of keeping apprenticesand other young 
men and growing boys from spending their 
spare hours in the streets and loafing-places. The 

reasurer of the library is Mr. J. Pilerpont Mor- 
gan, of No. 28 Wall-street.

FOUND TO BE A FORGER. 


LIVING LUXURIOUSLY ON A SALARY 
$1,200 AND PICKINGS. 

Walter C. Allen, a good-looking young 
roan, dressed in the height of fashion and 
wearing a short drab overcoat, stood at the 
bar at the Jefferson Market Police Court yester- 
day to answer five distinct charges of forgery. 
He was until yesterday a trusted clerk in the 
employ of B. Altman & Co., the dry goods deal- 
ers at Sixth-avenue and Nineteenth-street. For 
three years he had been in the employ ofthe firm 
as a general clerk, and was well thought of 


by ng employers. His promotion to a much 
more responsible and lucrative position was 
only the matter of a short time. He is but 29 
years of age and lived with his wite at the West- 
morelaod Hotel, at Fourth-avenue and Seven- 
teenth-street. Within two weeks past Mr. B, Alt- 
man received information that led him to sus- 
pect that Allen was not acting inan honest man- 
ner. It was ascertained that he was living more 
extravagantly than his income from his salary 
warranted, and as it was known that be bad no 
other source of income, Mr. Altman concluded 
that it might be as well to have Mr. Allen 
watched. 

Mr. Altman decided to make an examination 
of his books, and the result was the arraignment 
of Allen to answer forforgery. The cashier of 
Altman & Co. paysout money only on orders 
signed either by Mr, Altman or his confidential 
clerk, Mr, Julius Kugelman, These orders are 
made out on-blanks prepared for the purpose, 
and Mr. Kugelman was in the habit of sign- 
ing them only with his initials “J. K.” 
in pencil. These orders are, Of course, pre- 
served as vouchers. Among the orders found 
in the hands of the cashier of the con- 
cern were five which Mr. Kugelman 
said were forgeries. They were signed with 
a clever imitation of his penciled initials. The 
books showed that these orders had been _pre- 
sented by Allen and the money they called for 
had been paid over to him. The orders were as 
follows: Nov. 28, tor $61 50, in favor of the 
ladies’ cloak department; Nov. 29, for $63 42, in 
favor ofthe underwear department; Dec, 1, for 
$140, in favor of the fur department, and two on 
the 2d inst., one for $100, in favor of the purchas- 
ine department, and the other for $77 10, in favor 
of the underwear department. Allen pleaded 
not guilty and was committed for trial in de- 
fault of $9,000 bail.

THE FATAL MEETING BETWEEN TWO RIVAL 
MISSOURI EDITORS, 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 3.—The inside facts of the 
killing of Thomas H, Watkins, editor of the Vi- 
enna Jerald, by John Diggs, editor of the Vienna 
Courier, have just reached here. These two men 
were regarded as “ fighting editors from Bitter 
Creek,”’ with all that the term implies in the far 
away woodland, ridge ribbed, rocky region of 
Maries County, in the centre of the State, where 
there is no telegraph office within 20 miles of the 


town. Itappearsthat Diggs and Watkins nave 
hated each other ever since one day a year ago, 
when Watkins moved the Herald from Vichy 
Springs to Vienna, and tried to supplant the 
Courter, which held what it termed the official 
patronage, Vienna being the county seat of 


Maries. They opposed each other in all 
things, an fire eating editorials were 
the order of the day. In the last issue 


of the Herald Watkins called Diggs a liar and 
scoundrel, and said he and the Courier had no 
rightin Vienna, as the Courier was owned by 
outside parties,and its aileged proprietor paid 
no taxes into the County Treasury. Soon after 
the Herald made jts appearance on the street the 
editors met. Watkins drew a knife, aimed a 
blow at Diggs, and missed him. The latter drew 
his revolver and fired two shots at Watkins, kill- 
ing him imstantly. After the shootin Diges 
surrendered himself to the authorities. Se says 
that when Watkins approached him he called to 
him to come and shake hands and make up 
friends. In reply Watkins ran at him with the

HOW SHE WAS INDUCED TO DEED 
IT AWAY. 

DOING IT TO SAVE HER HUSBAND—HER 
JOURNEY WITH THE MERCANTILE TRUST 
COMPANY'S OFFICERS. 

The trial of the suit brought by Mrs. 
Phoebe L. Scoyil against the Mercantile Truet 
Company, to recover possession of property 
valued at $100,000, which has been in progress for 
more than a week before Justice Pratt, at the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, was enlivened yesterday by the presence 
on the stand of the plaintiff. Mrs. Scovil 
claims that she was compelled by the 
defendants to sign away a large amount of real 
estate in Brooklyn. Her husband, W. E. Scovil, 
the absconding stenographer, who was for years 
in the employ of the law firm of Lord, Day & 
Lord, had, she was told, swindled the defendants 
and the jatter threatened to send him to State 
prison if she refused to sign away her property 
in order to make good the amount out of which 
he had defrauded the trust company. 

When Mrs. Scovil took the stand she testitied 
that Mr. Edward L. Montgomery, Vice-Presi- 
dent and Treasurer of the trust company. and 


Mr. Alexander, also an official of the company, 
came to the Summer hotel at which she was 
stopping, at Black Rock, Conn., on Sunday, July 
27. Sheand her husband were sittingin their 
room when there was a knock on the door, and 
a boy handed a card to Mr. Scovil bearing Mr. 
Alexander’s name. 

“* My husband’s face,”’ said the witness, with 
difficulty suppressing her tears, * was perfectly 
blanched. He sank upon a trunk by the window 
and said: *Lu,I am ruined. Theso men have 
come as my friends to help me out and you have 
got to sign the papers.’”’ 

A few minutes later the witness, by direction 
of her husband, got into a carriage with him 
and Alexander and Montgomery. After riding 
a long way, they stop at a hotel and had 
dinner. In aroom in the hotel, when they were 
alone, her husband again said to her: ‘* Lu, Iam 
ruined; everything will have togo. These men 
are my friends, and you will have tosign the 
papers. 

The witness asked her husband what it was all 
about. Then he burst into tears, and, between 
his sobs, to)d her that he had stolen some papers. 
Mr. Alexander then walked intothe room. After 
dinner the got intoa carriage and rode along 
again until it was dark. The roads became very 
bad and the night was stormy. Mr. Scovil said 
his wife couldn’t stand it, and that they would 
have totakea train. Mr. Alexander said it was 
risky business, that the detectives were all 
about, and that Scovil would be arrested 
if they boarded a_ train. They waited 
ina drugstore at South Norwalk for a change 
of horses, and then resumed their journey. r. 
Scovil again protested against subjecting his 
wife to the fatigue of such a journey, and the 
perty finally took a train. The witness and her 

usband were kept apart, conversation was con- 
ducted in a low tone, and the men drew their 
hats over their eves and sat far down in their 
seats. Mr. Alexander said it would never do to 
fro to the Grand Central Station, because of the 
detectives. The party got out at one of the 
smaller stations and took a car down town. 
While in a ear Mr. Scovil said he would have to 
go to Brooklyn, to see his poor old mother. 

**Scovil,” said Mr. Montgomery, “that will 
never dq in the wide world; every one of those 
ferries are watched by detectives, and you will 
be arrested if you attemptit.” At Mr. Alexan- 
der’s suggestion the party went to the West- 
minster Hotel, and the witness and her husband, 
also at Alexander’s suggestion, registered as 
Mr. and Mrs. Fox. Her husband told her 
that she would have to sign the papers or 
that he would have to o to State 
prison. This conversation took place ina bed- 
room, and immediately after it Montgomery and 
Alexander entered the apartment. Ink and 

aper were brought, and all three of the men 

egan to write. The witness heard them de- 
scribing her property in Brooklyn, and she 
threw herself on the bed and began to ery. 
Alexander looked up from his work and said: 
“ That's right, Mrs. Scovil; cry away—it will do 
you good.’ f 

Touching the question of duress, Mrs, Scovil 
testified that when she was nearly frightened to 
death by theirtalk of sending her husband out 
of the country, Mr. Alexander said to her, at the 
same time presenting a paper to sign: “* Now, 
mind you, you are not under duress.” At an- 
other time, when she said she did not see why 
she should sign the papers presented to_her, 
Montgomery became very angry and said she 
must sign. The witness continued as follows: 
“My husband said,‘I think it is a most out- 
rageous thing after all you have got to take the 
last mouthful! from our children’s mouths; 
rather than submit to that I will goto State 
prison.’ Iturned to Mr. Montgomery and ap- 

ealed to him asa father and husband. I asked 

im if he would be willing under similar circum- 
stances to have his wife sign away everything 
from her children.” 

The witness, her appeal having been made in 
vain, then testified that she signed some pafers, 
but that she did not know what they were. 
Then a notary was brought in and he said to the 
witness: ** You are not under duress.” Mrs. 
Scovil said she answered ** No,” because she was 
nearly frightened to death. Mr. Montgomery 
gave Scovila check for $185 and $75 in cash, 
After the deeds were signed she and her husband 
took the first train for Montreal, 

On cross-examination the witness said she was 
married 10 years ago at St. Paul’s Church, in 
this city, and that her maiden name was Johp- 
son, Before her marriage she was a school 
teacher, aud had no property. The money that 
purchased the Carroll-street property had been 
given her by her husband. The cross-examination 
did not cause herto vary from thestory as she told 
it on her direct examination, When Mrs, scovil 
left the chair she had an attack of hysteria. She 
recovered, however, after a short time, and was 
removed to her home in a carriage. The next 
witness examined was a Mr. Goodall, the notary 
who took the acknowledgements of the deeds, 
and at the conclusion of his testimony an ad- 
journment was taken,

NEW-YORK CENTRAL. 
A FALLING OFF IN THE EARNINGS OF THE 
ROAD. 

A meeting of the Directors of the New- 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad was 
held yesterday to go over the business of the road 
for the fiscal year ending Sept. 20. The result 
showed 5.21 per cent. earned on the stock. The 
amount paid in dividends was 7.50 per cent. The 
report for the last quarter of the year to 
the State Railroad Commission has been con- 
siderably delayed, and in view of the ‘general 
demoralization of railroad rates and the compe- 
tition of the New-Yors, West Shore and Buffalo 
Railway the report of the New-York Central 
nas been looked for with a great deal of inter- 
est. A oriticism passed on the showing made 
Retersar was that taxes to the amount of $300,- 

» and drawbacks and other items to the 
amount of $600,000, were omitted from the ac- 
count. Taking this view, the earnings, as the 
capital stock of the company is },000, 
would be 1 per cent. less, leaving the actual 
net earnings applicable to dividends, in general 
figures, 4.25 per cent, J. Pierpont Morgan, who 
brought about the 1J.1 per cent. scrip dividend 
on Northern Pacific, was said to be the leading 
spirit in making up the New-York Central's 
showing, and the statement was made that Will- 
iam A. Vanderbilt expressed his disapproval of 
the omission of the $900,000. Mr. Vanderbilt's 
information as to the affairs of the road was said 
to have led him to believe that the net earnings 
would reach 6 per cent., and he was disappointed 
that they did not. 

The New-York Central’s figures were taken in 
financial quarters as the best indication of the 
serious demoralization of both freight and pas- 
senger rates that has prevailed for months, In- 
cidentally, in connection with the subject of 
low rates, the business of the road for the month 
of November came up at the meeting yester- 
day. A gross decrease of $400,000 from the same 
month in 1883 was shown. The tonnage this 
year was very heavy, bnt the great difference in 
rates accounted for the deficiency.

THE WESTERN RATE WAR ENDED. 
Cuicaco, Dec. 3.—The General Man- 
gers of the Missouri River lines succeeded 
to-day in agreeing upon rates to and from 
Missouri River points, and the Western rate 
war is at an end. The rates agreed pon 
are $7 50 between Chicago and St. Louis 
and $12 50 between Chicago and Kansas City. 
This is a compromise, as the old rates were $8 75 
and $14 50. The Alton Road favored rates of 
$6 560 and $10, but finally the compromise rate 
was agreed upon. The Alton has no direct line 
to Council Bluffs, so the other roads made the 
local rate between Chicago and that point $14 60, 
which was the old rate, and fixed the basing rate 
allowed connecting lines at $12 50. This dis- 
criminates directly against Council Bluffs. 
These rates go into effect to-morrow morning 
and the agreement will be in force after Sunday 
next. This agreement is a strong one, and is 
under the immediate control of the General 
Managers. It provides for the maintenance of 
the rates for one year from Juan. 1, and no road 
is permitted to withdraw meantime. Heavy 
enalties are provided for violations of it, and 
here 1s a Referee, whose duty 1t is to see that its 
rovisions are fully carried out. This Referee 
s Francis Chandler, General Passenger Agent 
of the Wabash Hoad. The payment of scrip 
commissions to scalpers and outsiders has been 
abolished, but a commission of $2 will be paid 
to regular ticket agents.

A MUTINY OFF GIBRALTAR. 





THE TROUBLE CHARGED TO ONE LEWIS, 
WITH A BAD RECORD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 3.—A cablegram 
‘was received in this city to-day saying: ‘* The 
crew of the German ship Salisbury, from Phila- 
delphia Sept. 26, for Fiume, mutinied at Gib- 
raltar and attempted to set fire to the ship. As- 
sistance was sent to the vessel. The mate, who 
was stabbed, was taken ashore and imprisoned, 
and the vessel was left to the mercy of the mu- 
tineers.” 

The vessel was commanded by Capt. Paul 
Reitzenstein, of Bremen, who has many friends 
and relatives at this port. In the accounts of 
the mutiny received Jater no mention is made of 
the fate of Capt. Reitzenstein. In September 
last the Salisbury arrived here from Fiume, 
bringing a eargo of empty petroleum bar- 
rels, She was consigned to Messrs. Melling & 
Audenreid, of No. 17 Bank-street. After dis- 
charging ber cargo she loaded witn petroleum 
in barrels for the same port from which'she had 
suiled. On Sept. 26 she cleared for Fiume. The 
Salisbury was 1,094 tons register, and carried, 
besides her Captain, a first and second officer, a 
boatswain, carpenter, two stewards, and 20 men 
before the mast. The boatswain, Neils Martin- 
son, is a Swede; the carpenter, Isaac Flams, is a 
Norwegian. Seven able seamen and four ordi- 
nary seamen were shipped at this port. 

“Itisseldoma ship goes to sea with so many 
different nationahties to make up her crew as 
the Salisbury did,” said Dominick Mulane, 
keeper of a sailors’ boarding house on Front 
street, below South, to-day. At Mulane’s 
house had boarded the greater number of 
men who shipped on the Salisbury. 
The men who joined the vessel here 
were: O. W. Johnson and John Zimmerman 
Norwegians; John McKeever, Irish; William 
Lewis, American; John McLean, Scotch; Mars 
Ohlsen, and Carl Schroeder, Danish; Henry 
Austin, English; George Hanson, Dutch; Oliver 
Rhoads, American; and Car! Mathel,a French- 
man. The remainder of the men making up 
the crew had staid by the vessel on her arrival 
here. **I expected there would be trouble on board 
the Salisbury before she got to Fiume,” said 
& runner connected with the boarding house. 
‘IT never knew that Lewis to make a voyage 
without a fight yet. Oh, I know him like a book. 
I made acruise with him in the United States 
Navy a _dozen years ago, on board the Hart- 
ford, You recollect the mutiny up the 
Mediterranean on board of that vessel? Well 
that same Lewis is the man who organized 
it. He was apprentice boy on board the 
old frigate Sabine. He began his career 
there, when he was but a boy, by starting a pro- 
ject for the desertion of every first-class man in 
the ship. Why, the mutinies that that man has 
been in would fill a book. He was one of the 
men that stole the bark Orbit, of Portland 
Me., in the Pacific a few vears ago. an 
in the mutiny the Captain was killed. 
Lewis and a negro name Moses, took com- 
mand, and they ran the vessel on a reef, 
left her, and came back to tell a story of ship- 
wreck, short rations, and all that. Lewis was in 
en a while for that business. I next heard of 

ewis on the J. I. Dwight, a Boston bark bound 
for the Rio. A day outof port, Lewis and two 
other men refused to work, as they said because 
the ‘grub’ was bad. Lewis was mutinous, 
and was put in irons. The Dwight came 
back and landed him. [ met him here last 
Summer and gothim a good berth on a fruit 
vessel. Betore she was out of the river Lewis 
gave ‘back talk’ to the mate and was badly 
whipped. That night the mate was found 1n- 
sensible on the deck of the vessel and Lewis was 
missing. He bad swam aashore, leaving bis kit 
aboard. I’ve known Lewis a long time, and I’ve

LAWLESSNESS IN KENTUCKY. 





GANGS OF DESPERADOES TRYING TO OVER- 
AWE JUSTICE, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 3.—The staff cor- 
respondent of the Courier-Journal sent the fol- 
lowing last night regarding the war now in 
progressin Letcher County, Ky.: “*The Hon. 
James H. Tinsley, of Barboursville, and Col. 
Robert Boyd, of London, returning home from 
Whitesburg, Letcher County, where they had 
been in attendance on the Circuit Court, gave 
information of a very warlike state of affairs at 
Whitesburg, the town being filled with armed 
men and a bloody fight being imminent. Judge 
Finley, of Williamsburg, a famous mountain 
jurist, is Judge of this circuit, and for two years 
past has not dared to go to Whitesburg 
to nold court because of a threat made by one 
of the most desperate men in the county to kill 
him if he ever entered it. This man recently 
Tell a victim to the prevailing plague, and after 
his death Judge Finley again went to Letcher, 
at the term of the Letcher County Court. where 


@ man was to be tried for murder. The man 
was out on bail, and his friends all of them being 
of the same desperate stripe as the murderer, 
determined that he should not be punished. The 
case was set for Wednesday, and on that day 


the acoused man came marching into town 
oarevieg a double-barreled shotgun and 
a belt full of revolvers, followed by 


a score of his friends armed to the teeth. 
These were almost immediately followed 
by another crowd of the same size, all carrying 
shotguns and pistols, The latter company was 
composed of friends of the victim, who en- 
camped ona biuff overlooking and commanding 
the town. Meantime a third band, composed of 
citizens who thought the law should be allowed 
to take its way and the peace he preserved, 
‘even if they had to killevery desperado ih the 
county to secure that end,’ organized, armed 
themselves, and went on duty to stay until after 
the court had adjourned. The bands composed 
of friends of the murdered man and those of his 
murderer are watching each other closely, one 
to keep the other in town, and the other to 
keep their foes out, while the citizens’ 
band stands ready to attempt to clean 
out the entire party when the trouble begins. 
The party, camposed of the murdererand his 
friends. had been very riotous and drunken 
since their arrival, and several gory engage- 
ments had been played between some of its 
members and outsiders, and on Monday a 
itched battle was so imminent that tke guns of 
the opposing squads were prepared for a fight, but 
for the time an affray was avoided. It is my in- 
formant's opinion that serious trouble wiil oc- 
cur before the close ot the session to-day. 
Whitesburg is a remote spot far from the 
telegraph, and news later than the above regard- 
ing the situation is unobtainable. 

Another incident of this session of the court 
was the killing of William Hall. one of the most 
desperate characters in this section, 4 4 two 
guards irom whom he tried to escape. e be- 
longed to one of the bands figuring in the above 
disgraceful affair, and was arrested. on a charge 
of grand larceny committed in Wise County, 
Va., just across the mountains.

A PIONEER DIES OF HEART DISEASE. 

Mr. Henry Parsons Farnum, an old Cali- 
fornia pioneer, while standing in the drug store 
at Madison-avenue and Fifty-third-street at 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, suddenly fell back. 
and, before assistance could be rendered, expired. 
Mr. Farnum had been suffering from ill-health for 
some time past, but in starting out from his resi- 
dence, No. 125 East Sixty-fifth-street, appeared to 
be feeling much better than for several aays pre- 
vious. n examination of the body showed 
that death bad resulted from heart disease. Mr, 
Farnum was a native of New-England. In the 
early days of the gold fever he went to Califor-

He invested a large amount of his 
savings in Boston property and securities, and 
in the great fire ot 1873 he suffered large losses, 
owing tothe failure of insurance companies in 
which he was interested.

MONEY NEEDED BEFORE THE CONSTITU 
TIONAL AMENDMENT GOES INTO EFFECT, 
Acting upon the suggestion of Mayor 

Edson, the Controller recently sent to the heads 

of the various city departments a circular letter 

asking for an estimate of the amount of money 
they would need to escape the embarrassments 
which the new constitutional amendment might 
entail...The circular asked for an estimate of 
the cost of the completion of contracts now out, 
that the financial officers of the city might know 
exactly what difficulties are to be met and pro. 
vided for. Yesterday the Controller submitted 
tothe Commissioners of the Sinking Fund the 
replies he had received from the Dock Depart- 
ment and Armory Board, and to the Board of 

Estimate and Apportionment the estimates of 

the Departments of Public Worksand Parks. the 

Board of Education, and the Board of Street 

Opening and Improvement. 

The Dock Commissioners estimated that they 
would require for outstanding Tressurer’s orders 
and unfinished contracts $134,023 33, and for the 
expenses of thedepartment during the coming 
year $1,956,650, making a total of $2,090,673 33, All 
of this sum has to be provided for by the issue of 
bonds, Gen. Shaler, Secretary of the Armory 
Board, furnished the following statement of the 
needs of the board, which must also be satisfied 
by the issue of bonds: Site for armory for Ninth 
Regiment and First Battery, $250,000: erection 
and furnishing of such building, $375,000; site for 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory, $300,000; build- 
ing, $325,000; erection and furnishing of Twelfth 
Regiment Armory, $325,000; erection and furs 
nishing of Twenty-Second Regiment Armory, 
(with headquarters,) $375,000; erection and fure 
nishing of armory for Eighth Regiment and Sec- 
ond Battery, $425,000. Total, $2,375,000. 

Board of Street Opening and Improve+ 

ment reported tnat to complete work under its 

direction would require about $137,000. Of this 
sum $11,000 is required for improving Sedgwicke 
avenue, $26,000 for widening Gansevoort-street, 
and $100,000 for improving Cedar Park. The 

Board of Education estimated that it would

Commissioner Thompson also reported that the

The estimates of the cost of the proposed 
new bridge over the Harlem River above High 
Bridge ranged from $1,062,954 to $3,064,624. The 
estimated cost of the enlargement of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art was $349,555 50; assess- 
ment bonds for work, $542,764 42; contracts 
awarded Nov. 26 last, $63,033 91; improvement 
of Morningside Park, $71,337 50; completion of 
bridge over the Harlem River, $10,844 55; total 
$1,046,535 88. The reports were received and laid 
over. 

Some comment was made upon the fact that 
many of the contracts into which the Depart- 
ment of Public Works has entered have been let 
within a few days. It was intimated that con- 
tracts were being hastily made with a view te 
avoiding the operation of the constitutiona) 
amendment. Inquiry at the Department of 
Public Works elicited the information that the 
number of contracts recently entered into does 
as exceed those usually made at this time of

END OF A STARTLING CASE.

NO SENSATION IN REGARD TO THE BODY 
FOUND IN A CELLAR. 

It was 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
when the mummified remains of the unknown 
woman foundamong the ashes in the subcellar 
at No. 20 Frankfort-street on Tuesday were 
dumped on one of the dissecting tables connected 
with the Morgue. There was little hut bones to 
examine, a casual observer would have said, 
bones wrapped in rotten pieces of clothing. The 
face was shriveled and dried up, and above the 
forehead the scalp and hair had dropped away. 
The legs were exposed below the knees. Of the 
right one there was nothing left but bone. Of 


the left one there remained shriveled skin cover- 
ing the bone, concealed by a common stocking. 
Dr. Messemer, Coroner elect, conducted the ex- 
amination. 

Sensational weporte of the finding of the body 
and its position have been published. The truth 
is that the woman was found lying on her left 
side, ber right leg crossed over her Jeft, and her 
right arm thrown across her face, which was 
covered by a gingham waist. There were no 
blood stainsanywhere. The woman’s clothing 
was of very common material. The undercloth- 
thing was heavy white cotton, suitable for 
Winter wear. The underskirt was of black cot- 
ton goods, and the skirt and waist of maroon 
striped cloth. The lace, on which so much stress 
has been laid by some, is of a very cheap class, 
which can be bought for 25 cents a yard atany 
New-York retail house. The cloak the woman 
wore was a shoulder cape of cheap plush, trim- 
med with cheaper trimmings, and probably cost, 
when new, about $1 25. 

Itigtrue that she had small features, small 
hands, and small feet. Butshe was only 5 feet 1 
inch in height, and careful measurement shows 
that her extremities were in proportion to her 
size. The teeth were not perfect when the body 
was found. The left incisor was gone and other 
teeth were decayed. Dr. Mossemer madea very 
thorough examination of the remains yesterday 
afternoon. No fracture of any bone was discov- 
ered. ‘he corset was practically whole. 

* There is no use of talking,”’ he said, ‘* there 
isno foul play in this case. [ judge that the 
woman was 25 or 30 years old. Her clothing 
dces not show that she was above the middle 
class of people. There is nothing to snow that 
she met with foul play.’’ 

“No,” said the keever of the Morgue, “she 
went into the cellar to sleep amd never woke. 
She was 35 years old, though, if she wasa day, 
I've seen too many cases of this kind to be fooled 
on age. 

As to the time the remains were in the ash heap 
there was a difference of opinion. Dr. Messemer 
thought about a year, the Morgue keeper 
thought about a year and a half. Dr. Hammond, 
said they must have been there four or five 


ears. 

** It’s all nonsense, this talk,” said the Captain 
of the Fourth Police Precinct. ‘* The woman was 
acommon character. She staggered into the 
cellar—which has always been open—to sleep. 
She died from alcoholism, or cold, nobody will 
ever know what.” 

At 6:30 last night Charles Sprenger, employed 
on Nassau-street, called at the Fourth Precinct 
Station House and was taken to the Morgue. 
He identified the body, in an uncertain 
way, by the clothing, as that of his 
sister, Mrs. Johannes Smith, for 14 years 
the wife of a plumber’s assistant, living at Ne. 
247 Stanton-street. She had never lived happily 
with her husband, and in June, 1883, she left him 
ina pet. She took with hera small valise, a pa- 
er parcel of small size,and an umbrella. She 
eft a letter saying she would make her where. , 
abouts known when it suited her convenience. 
On the third finger of her left hand she worea 
small gold ring—her engagement ring. This 
was not found when the remains were dis- 
covered, and this leads the relatives of the un- 
fortunate woman to believe that she was foully 
dealt with. Onthe other hand. a detective who 
worked on the case yesterday expressed the 
opinion that, after leaving home, Mrs. 
Smith became a woman of the town, took to 
drink, staggered into the cellar, and died. If she 
took her valise with her it might have been 
thrown out by the workmen removing the ashes 
unobserved, but ten chances to one she never 
took her valise with her,

RUSSELL SAGE DENIES THAT HE LAY DOWY¥ 
ON THE PRIVILEGE. 


The United States Underground Cable 
Company was a concern that, from all accounts, 
never possessed much stability. Something 
over $200,000 was subscribed to the capital stock 
of the concern, but the amount paid in, the Re- 
ceiver states, was only about $10,000. The per- 
son whom Col. Joseph J. Slocum, the Treasurer, 
loaned or paid $10,000 was Ernst H. Biedermann, 
who was, in fact, the subscription agent. The 
order of arrest sued out by the Receiver, John 
HH. Kitchen, was served, but it turns out that 
the Sheriff did not put Col. Slocum in jail. In. 
stead he took a bail bond for $10,000, bearing the 
pames of the Hon. Russell Sage, who is Col, 
Slocum's brother-in-law, and Jay Gould. 

“IT never saw Ludlow-Street Jail,” said Col. 
Slocum yesterday. 

A. Hegewich, and not Mr. Sage, was the Presi- 
dent of the company. Mr. Sage said he was a 
subscriber to the stock of the company, which 
was found to bea fraud. ‘ And,” said Mr. Sage 
with some warmth, ‘I have honored every priv- 
ilege Lever issued and paid every debt I ever 
contracted.” Mr. Sage explained ‘that Bieder- 
mano was an agent employed to solicit sub- 
scriptions, and he made representations which 
were now alleged tobe untrue. Mr. Sage was 
thereby induced to subscribe for the stock. It 
was Mr. Sage’s recollection that Biedermann was 
to receive $20,000 for getting up the company. 
The ‘Treasurer under this agreement paid Bieder- 
man $10,000, which he used to save stocks of his

THE STOCK SPECULATIONS OF 
GEN. SWAIM. 

BATEMAN & CO.’S BOOKS PRODUCED IN 
COURT—SWAIM’S TRANSACTIONS GONE 
OVER MINUTELY. 

Wasnineton, Dec. 3.—On motion of Gen. 
&waim’s counsel to-day, a subpmna duces tecum 
was issued by the court-martial forthe produc- 
tion in court of the books of Bateman & Co. 

“Judge Shellabarger then asked that the further 
cross-examination of Mr. Brown be postponed 
until to-morrow, in order that the defense mi¢ht 
have an opportunity to exurine the books culled 
for in the subpmna. The prosecution objected 
to this, ond after considering the motion in 
fecret session the court overruled it. Mr. 

Brown's cross-examination was then proceeded 

with. The witness was examined asto the loan of 

$5.00 made by him from Gen. Swain and ite 
transfer to the latter upon the retirement of the 
witness from the firm of Bateman & Co. He 
stated that upon his retirement $5,000 had been 
placed to Swaim's credit with the firm: and the 
latter had been Jebited with $1,000; tne amount 
of the unpaid check drawn by Swaim in his 
favor as part of the $5,000 loan. At that time 
the question of the further reinvestment of the 
money by Swaim was not settled, although 
witness thought that it had been discussed by 

Swaim, Bateman, and himself. The agreement 

between Gen. Swaim and Bateman & Co. was 

that margins were to be required to the extent 
of 10 per cent. of the value of the stocks 
purchased, but that the amount deposited 


as Margin fiuctuated owing to the fluctua- 
tions of the stock markét. It was, how- 
ever, he said, the duty of Gen. Swann 
to supplement his margin when it fell below 10 
percent. The witness was then subjected toa 
long cross-examination with respect to the yvari- 
ous transactions in stocks on account of Gen. 
Swaim. It was conducted with the aid of the 
books of Bateman & Co., and as each item was 
canvassed the various steps in the transaction to 
which it referred were traced through the sev- 
éral books in which they were recorded and the 
record examined by the witness and by the ac- 
cused and his counsel. Inthe case of each trans- 
action the order upon which the purchase or 
sale was made was asked for, and the record of 
the purchase or sale and the copy of the notifica- 
tion of the transaction sent to Gen. Swaim were 
traced in the books, ail these steps being ac- 
companied by a searching examination of the 
witness as to his knowledge of every transaction. 
With respect tothe transaction of Jan. 26, 1882, 
in the purchase of 200shares of Reading at 6444, 
which is one of the items in the consolidated 
account objected to by Swaim in the statement 
submitted to the court as having been pur- 
chased without his authcrity, the purchase and 
sales book was shown to bear an entry of the 
purchase of 200 shares, but the copy of the 
notice of the transaction sent to Gen. Swaim 
showed the purchase of 100 shares only. The 
witness testified that a mistake had been made by 
‘the clerk who wrote the notice, who did not un- 
derstand that this stock was a “half” stock, and 
that 200 shares should be set down in the notice 
instead of 100. The cross-examivation proceeded 
tediously in this manner for an hour and a half, 
when Judge Shellabarger said that he had con- 
cluded this partof the cross-cxamination but 
that Gen. Grosvenor had some questions he 
would like toask the witness. Gen. Grosvenor, 
he said, was not in the city, but would be here 
to-morrow, and he asked that further examina- 
tion of the witness be postponed until to-mor- 
row. The court agreed to the request, and, half 
an hour before the usual time, adjourned.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3, 1884. 
Senator Mitchell bas prepared and will to-mor- 
row introduce a bill] granting a pension of $5,000 a 


ear to Gen. Grant for life, beginning with the date of 
his retirement from the Presidency. 


The first meeting of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will be held to-morrow. It is expected that the 
committee will then decide whether it is advisable to 
report a turiff bill during the present session of Con- 
gress. 

Secretary McCulloch has informed the counsel 
of Mr. James R. Davies, Tea Inspector at New-York, 
whois charged with malfeasance in oflice in having 
accepted bribes, that they will be accorded a hearing 
on Monday next, and that an extension beyond that 
date will not be granted under any circumstances. 

Representative Collins, of Massachusetts, has 
charge of the bill reported from the House Committee 
on the Judiciary at the last session providing for a 
new barcruptcy law. Inan interview with a reporter 
to-day he said: ““Anefiort is being made to learn if 
members who were opposed to the measure hace 
changed their minds since the recent election. On May 
19 an elfort was made to consider the bill in the House, 
under suspension of the rules, or to have u day set 
apart for its consideration. A two-thirds vote was 
necessary. Thevote stood 137 to 93,and,of course, 
the object of the friends of the bill was defeated. It 
will be necessary to secure 2U or 30 votes from the op- 
ponents of the measure to pass it. The greatest ob- 
position is from the South and West. Indiana, Mis- 
souri,and Kentucky are almost solidly opposed to it. 
Without securing the necessary two-thirds vote to get 
& suspension of the rules, there is no hope for the bill. 
It is on the calendar and in such a position that it will 
be impossible to reach it nt so short a session. An at- 
tempt to suspend the rules will be made in the early 
part ot January.” 

The Commissioner of Navigation has issued a 
tircular to United States Shipping Commissioners, in 
which he says: “ 1t is found to have been the practice 
of United States Shipping Commissioners at some 

orts, while under the jurisdiction of the United States 

ireuit Courts, toe receive,in addition to prescribed 

fees for the shipment of seamen, further remunera- 
tion for preparing papers, &c. ‘There being no special 
authority of iawfor the practice, it shouid be discon- 
tinned and no charge be made hereafter by Shipping 
Comuwiissioners or their subordinates for preparing of- 
ficial papers, fufnishing blanks, or for other similar 
services. seetion x7 of the act of June 26, 1884, pro- 
vides thut ‘all fees of Shipping Commissioners shall 
be paid into the Treasury of the United States.’ Such 
officers, whether acting under direct appointment as 
Shipping Commissioners or by virtue of their office, 
under section 4,503, Revised Statutes, shou!d care- 
fully observe this requirement and retain no fees 
whatever collected in connection with the shipping 
business done at tneir ports.”

BROOKLYN ELEVATED ROADS. 
palais: 
TRAINS ON ONE. OF THE LINES TO BE RUN- 
NING EY FEBRUARY. 

The prospects are now that elevated 
railroad trains will be rattling through the 
streets of Brooklyn before the ist of next Feb- 
ruary. The disconnected sections of road struct- 
ure, which have boen propped up for years 
awaitiue dilatory litigation and legislation— 
cinim stakes put up to warn off other settiers— 
have all been connected into one long, zigzag 
chain, full of kinks and twists, winding through 
crooked streets and dodging suddenly around 
corners, until it has nearly reached the gates of 
Evergreen Cemetery. The Brooklyn Elevated 
Railrvuad Company chooses to be very reticent 
about its plans and its prospects. It frankly 
admits that publicity at this time would bea 
hindrance to its dealings with property holders. 
Its employes are instructed to give no informa- 
tion to the newspapers except that the work is 
being pushed as rapidly as possible. 

How rapidly the work has been carried on this 
Fal} may be readily seen from a walk along the 
curiously crooked route. About 80 tons of fron 
u day have been put in position, From the 
bridge through York-street to Hudson-avenue, 
to Purk-avenue, to Grand-avenue, to Lexington- 
avenue, and thence to Broadway the tracks are 
very nearly completed. The Broadway Horse 
Railroad Company delayed the work near Ever- 
yxreen Cemetery. Thestone posts were all laid 
to Schenck-avenue, more than a mile beyond, 
and workmen were hurrying to their utmost. In 
their haste they blocked the passage of the horse 
cirs, and the surface road company prohibited 
turther progress in the daytime by means of an 
injunction. The work of building out that way 
now goes on after dark and is necessarily slow. 

Until this delay bulked it, the company ex- 
pected to open its road the entire length by the 
Ist of February at the latest. Now it will hardly 
be possible to get trains over the Jine to East 
New-York before April, or perhaps May, in time 
for the annual Spring exodus of people who are 
obliged to live in other people’s houses. At any 
rate, in hopes that the road will be in running 
order by that time, house building has been 
going on rapidly in and around East New-York. 
Landlords are making arrangements to attract a 
mnultitude of tenants. But whether the East New- 
York terminus is in working condition or not, 
the intention of the company now is to run 
trains over a part of its route by Feb. 1] next at 
the latest. Whatever arrangements, if any, have 
been made about rates of fare, accommodation 
of the public, and the regular running of trains, 
the company refuses to disclose. The contracts 
for cars and locomotives are nearly filled, and 
before the close of this year workmen will begin 
to put up the stations. The road structure dif- 
fers trom the one in use in this city only in a few 
particulars, barely noticeable to the casual ob- 
server, where the company thinks it has been 
able to make improvements. 

The Brooklyn and Long Island Cable Railroad 
Company, which was organized under the 
amendment to the general railroad law and 
given permission to go ahead and build its lines 
by the city authorities, has not yet put a spade 
in the ground. Ithas had a somewhat difficult 
timein getting on with the property holders 
along the proposed route, but it hopesto get 
through without litigation and begin on its 
structure early inthe Spring. This road will be 
the joint property of the Long _ Island 
Railroad Company and Deacon William 
Richardson’s Atlantic-Avenue Surface Road 
Company. This elevated road will have 
one great advantage over the other 
one if it is built—it makes some pretensions to 
being straight. The main line will run directly 
out Atlantic-avenue to East New-York, and the 
steam railroad tracks now used by the rapid 
transit trains of the Long Island Rail- 
road Company will be removed. A branch 
line from Atlantic-avenue, runs through Boe- 
rum-place and Adams-street to reach the bridge 
and Fulton Ferry. The company expects to be 
running trains within a year. It was intended 
at first to run trains from_Flatbush-avenue 
through Atlantic-avenue to South Ferry, con- 
necting with the Long Island Road rapid transit 
trains, but by the terms of its charter the com- 
pany must run trains from Brooklyn-avenue to 
the ferry. This provision almost doubled the 
distance originally intended, and correspond- 
ingly increased the outlay. 








NO MUGWUMPS WANTED. 


SO THE YOUNG REPUBLICAN CLUB OF THIS 
CITY DECIDES. 

According to a published report dated 
1884, the Young Men’s Republican Club of this 
city has a membership of over 309.

+ * 7 . 
SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVING THE CHURCH 
AND IT& PREACHERS. 

Although few of the laity ventured into 
the Park-Avenue Mothodist Episcopal Ohurch, 
where the convention of Presiding Elders be- 
gan formai session yesterday, the three meet~- 
ings of the day weré attended by the delerates 
in force, and were evidently of much profit to 
all concerned. The proceedings consisted in the 
main of the discussion of questions of which 
general notice had been given, as well as individ- 
ual assignments, Under which each question was 
introduced by the reading of a paper upon it. 

The discussion on the first question, in regard 
to the advigability of large or small districts, 
evoked, as did all the topics, a variety of expres- 
sions, some believing that as the work of the 


Elders was t:-ecoming in large measure super- 
visory, it mattered little how largo districts 
might be. while others were in favor of such 4 
contraction of territory as would leave the Eld- 


érs with time for evangelical labors. 


The Rev. George P. Mains read a paper on how 
Elders might help preachers to become efficient 


Pastors. He thought sermonizing in the pulpit 


asmall part of a minister's duty. A mati who 
closeted himself in his study, thinking himself a 


genius, and intent only on brilliant pulpit dis- 


lay, Was out of place in a Methodist Church. 
fe could do quite as much good by visits among 
his peopleas by talking on Sunday. A rounded 
minister was one who studied human nature as 
well as books. Flder Craig, of Newark, whom 
one of the brethren characterized as a rising 
man, because of his habit of bobbing up at every 
possible chance, said that when ministers fell 
short of their full duty Elders ought to 
talk plainly to them of their shortcomings. 
Mr. Bills, of the Genesee Conference, recalled an 
instance in which two excellent men, Elder and 
minister, fell out over a little plain talking of 
this kind and had not spoken for over 20 years. 
Dr. Dorchester, of Boston, thought Elders ought 
sometimes to advise ministers not to attempt 
pastoral work. Two ot the most brilliant and 
effective preachers he knew always ‘ put their 
foot in it” when they attempted religious work 
outside the pulpit. 

The Rev. J. S. J. McConnell reada terse essay 
on yd Elders might assist revivals. “‘“A man 
ought to be a traveling revival in himself,’ ex- 
claimed Elder Adams. ‘I will illustrate what I 
mean. J had an Figaro not long ago to 

reach in about the dreariest plese on Long 

sland. People say that Long Island was made 
after the rest of the world. Then this place 
must have been made very late on Saturday 
afternoon. A party of us drove over ina stage 
coach, seven miles, on acold,rainy night. The 
meeting house was locked. We couldn't find 
the key and had to start back. As we drove 
along a lady on the back seat said she was 
sorry we couldn’t have had a meeting. She 
had counted onit. One of the men said about 
the same thing. The driver even had been looking 
forward with pleasure tothe sermon. ‘ Well,’ 
said I, ‘the coach isn't very noisy. I’ve preached 
from the stump of a tree, from astone fence, 
and from the tailboard of a wagon. You drive 
slow and I'll try it here.’ So I did, and never 
preached better in my life. I had just fairly 
started when a movement from the back seat 
stopped me. The lady in the back seat had risen, 
and, throwing up her arms, cried, * Hallelujah, 
I’ve got it.’ Wehad a happy ride back. When 
we got there, before separating, we went intoa 
house and prayed all around. That lady be- 
came one of the best workers in my district. She 
is a revival in herself.” 

Dr. Dorchester, at the afternoon session, speak- 
ing of how Elders might inspire preachers with 
enthusiasm, said a preacher might be greatly 
helped by syinpathy and a discriminate expres- 
sion of approval of his efforts. A preacher had 
to contend with many abnormal growths in the 
church; with persons fancying themselves the 
church militant, but who were really the church 
termagant; with the church somnolent; with the 
church of ineffable rest; withthe church of holy 
cranks; with thechurch of perpetual i 
who live on star preacher diet. A Pastor’s de- 
pression from these causes could be relieved only 
by sympathy on the part of the body of his com- 
municants. 

Elder Adams thought preachers were in part 
to blame for disaffection in achurch. He be- 
lieved in sympathy, but it was ofien misplaced, 
** What we need,” he said, “is menof strong will 
and clear heads and hearts full of their work. 
Congregations don’t run away from such men or 
break up under them. We have too many 
preachers who labor under depression. A good 
share of them would be better oif somewhere 
else, and the church would be better off with- 
out them. They are always depressed, always 
a failure. They belong to the church of inef- 
table rest—unwilling to help themselves or to be 
helped. It 1s sure death to a charge to send 
them toit. They sit down on it like an elephant 
on a partridge nest. To transfer them is merely 
moving the funeral to another graveyard.” Dr. 
Ives, of Syracuse, said he knew a lot of inef- 
fable rest Pastors who, although they killed 
every charge they went to, were always having 
a sxood, easy time themselves. They kept killing 
and smiling. 

The Rev. C. R. Barnes, of Newark, read a pa- 
per on how to save small appointments. Some, 
he thought, could not besaved, some ought 
not to be saved, while some could and should, 
Among the first class were parishes started in 
flush times, which were left hopelessly in debt. 
They oucht to be put out of their misery. The 
second class included those thrust by personal 
spite, caprice, or ambition on communities al- 
ready sufficientiy supplied, and which were now 
floundering. The third class was of those for 
whom there was a tieldanda demand, but who 
couldn’t sustain themselves. There ought to be 
a fund for them, lopping off, if need be, 
some of the money sent out for foreign 
missions. Isolation and non-representation 
in the Conferences were great obstacles to 


proper work in such cases. He suggested the 
circuit plan, which would give small charges a 


variety of wholesome preaching, instead of sad- 
dling them with ministers who commanded so 
little respect that they are called upon both to 
serve the gospel and freeze the icecream. With 


the re-establishment of the circuit system the 


speaker would couple concentration of small 


charges. There were too many that were of 
themselves insignificant. te would end their 
separate existence with as little hesitation as he 


would destroy a litter of worthless kittens. All 
could be well cared for if formed into congrega- 


tions large enough to justify good circuit preach- 


ing. 


The convention will hear other papers this 
morning and afternoon, and take part in a mis- 
sionary mass meeting at the church this evening.

HELP FOR WORTHY MOTHERS. 


A year ago a dozen ladies started a 
nursery at No. $16 Last Twentieth-street, where 
small children might be cared for while their 
mothers were at the work necessary to earn 
their subsistence. The first annual report of the 


institution, which is called the Waysido Nursery, 


shows that the experiment has proved an un- 
doubted success. During the year there were 101 
children cared for, the aggregate attendance 


being 2.216. These children were washed, fed 


with two good meals daily, and the younger ones 
supplied witn milk when. necessary, while their 


stay in the nursery was spent in warm rooms. 
They were in charge of a capable matron, and 
each day a visit was made by one of the com- 


mittee in charge. The home of each applicant is 


visited to ascertain if it is a worthy case. The 
nuréery is open from 7 A. M. to 7 P.M. ‘The 
nominal sum of 5 cents a day is asked of mothers 
whose children enjoy the benefits of the nursery. 
In order to support the institution for the 
coming year $1,500 is necessary. Of this sum $700 
has been subscribed, and the ladies instrumental 
in starting and interested in the nursery hope 
that the friends of such a cbarity will make up 
the remaining amount within a few weeks, 
Visitors who desire to observe the practical 
working of the nursery will be cordially re- 
ceived by the matron.

“JERSEY REPUBLICANS ‘AT ODDS.

A HOT FIGHT FOR THE SPEAKERSHIP OF THE 
HOUSE, 

Trenton, N. J., Deo. 3.—The control of 
both branches of the Legislature by the Repub- 
licans, While a natural cause of gratification to 
the politicians of that party, bids fair to 
be accompanied by some unnvleasant § in- 
ternal complications. From the 5th of 
November a struggle of intense earnest- 
ness—and none the less intense because 
very quiet--has been going on to secure the 
Presidency of the Senate and the Speakership of 
the House. Senator Youngbiood, of Morris, by 
virtue of longest service; Senator Schenck, of 
Middiesex, by reason of his seniority in years, 
and Senator Griggs, bécause he wanted it, have 
all sought the chair’of the presiding Officer. 
Each has sought to make whatever combina- 
tions he could to aid him, and hence Senator 
Youngblood looked with grievous disfavor on 
the ogndidacy of Mr. Jeakins, of his county, for 
the Speakership as confiicting with his own 
interests. Senator Griggs likewise opposed Mr. 
Jenkins because he was from his section of the 
State, and, it is claimed, arranged to deliver the 
*votes of two of his Assemblymen for Mr. Arm- 
strong, of Camden, the South Jersey candidate 
for Speaker. 

Itisnow understood that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, with its usual skill and acumen, has 
practically settled the whole business to its own 
satisfaction. Last Winter Mr. Griggs was pecul- 
iarly conspicuous in favoring a new systm of 
taxing railroads,while the Pennsylvania Road is 
not dissatisfied with that piece of legislation. It 
is highly desirable that nothing worse 
shoul be done this Winter, and by 
helping to place Mr. Griggs in the chair 
itis but natural to suppose that their interests 
will not be assailed. This is the view that 
Senator Youngblood takes of the situation, and 
it is also shared by the friends of Mr. Jenkins. 
The latter is sold out for Mr. Armstrong, who 
comes from fenator Seweli’s county, and is 
as a matter of course friendly to thé 
Pennsylvania. Taking this view of thé situa- 
tion, and the bargainings by which it 
has been brought about, as they helieve, it 
is not strange that some of the anti-Penn- 
sylvania members of both houses should threat- 
en to kick over this arrangement. The bar- 
gaining, moreover, is said to include the re- 
election of Controller Anderson and of State 
Trea-urer Wright, hence it is said that two of 
the Republican Senators have expressed a hesi- 
tation about going into joint meéting. This is 
not in the interest of Gov. Abbett, as intimated 
some days ago, but simply as a protest against 
such bargains, by which the Republican Party 
and the interests of the State at large are bartered 
away to the Pennsylvania Railroad. 


SHE GOT HER MONEY. 





A GRAVEYARD INSURANCE THAT WAS UN- 
PROFITABLE TO THE BENEFICIARY. 

PoTTSVILLE, Penn., Dec. 3.—A case which 
served to revive the speculative * graveyard in- 
surance’? craze which swept over the country 
several years ago, and one which attracted gen- 
eral interest, terminated in the Schuylkill County 
Court to-day, after occupying its attention for 
over a week, Among the insurance companies 
which did a profitable business of the character 
was the Prudential, of Harrisburg. In Novem- 
ber, 1879, Conrad Beacher, o resident of Tremont, 


whose days, from the infirmities of old age, were 
numbered, applied to the Prudential Company 
for a policy, which was granted. Beacher, who 
was in debt to Dr. G. Y. Lehr, a practicing phy- 
sician of Tremont, to the amount of $50 for pro- 
fessional services, transferred the policy to 
Dr. Lehr, who gave him a receipt in 
full. Four or five months = afterward 
Beacher died, and Lenr immediately forwarded 
the policy to the company for collection, and in 
three months received a check for some $5,000. 
Beacher's widow, who was left in almost desti- 
tute circumstances, thought she was entitled to 
a part of the prooveds, seeing that the whole 
affair was purely a speculative one, in which her 
husband was an important factor. Lehr, how- 
ever, refused to do anything more than pay the 
funeral expenses, Six months ago the Adminis- 
trator of the Beacher estate brought suit 
against Dr. Lehr for the recovery of so muchof 
the proceeds of the certificate of insurance 
as the difference between the actual ex- 
penditure of Lehr, including the original 
debt, premium paid, funeral expenses, &c. 
The case came up last week, and vais f the ipry 
returned a verdict awarding the plaintiff the full 
amount of the policy, with interest. The law 
point upon which the verdict is based is that the 
beneficiary to a policy must have an interest in 
the life of the insured by blood or marriage, or 
a pecuniary interest, and that where the dispro- 

ortion between the amount of debt due the 
beneficiary and the face of the policy is s0 great 
as to show that it is speculative the difference 
between the debt premiums and other expenses 
paid and the amount realized on the policy goes 
to the decedent's estate. This is the first case of 
the kind decided in this county. The verdict 
causes considerable uneasiness, as there are sev- 
eral hundred’beneficiaries in thisregion in the 
same category as Dr. Lehr.

Mr. McPuerson’s Silver bill suspends 
the coinage of standard silver dollars and 
stops the issue of United States notes un- 
der the denomination of $5. These pro- 
visions are in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of Secretary MCCULLOCH and 
with the dictates of common sense. The 
bill contains a further provision of some- 
what more extended scope, viz., that cer- 
tificates shall be issued to depositors of 
silver bullion, of the weight and market 
walue of the metal, to be calculated in 
standard gold dollars. These certificates 
are redeemable only in silver bullion of 
equal weight and fineness to that depos- 
ited. This measure,has an undoubted value 
as a part of our financial system, but it is 
doubtful how far itis judicious to con- 
nect it with the suspension of silver 
coinage. 








The meeting of merchants in favor of 
the Senate Bankruptcy bill yesterday was 
one of the strongest held in this city for 
any like purpose inalong time. A great 
number and variety of trades were repre- 
sented, and the sentiment for prompt ac- 
tion was emphatic. If this movement is 
followed up in other cities, there is very 
little doubt that the Senate bill will be- 
come alaw. It occupies a favorable posi- 
tion in the House, and Mr. CoLLins, who 
has charge of it, says that the opposition 
to it has pretty well died out. It is ob- 
vious that if the bill is to pass at all it 
must be without amendment. That was 
the view taken by the meeting yesterday, 
and it isasound one. If the bill does not 
pass this Winter it may be a long time 
before one nearly so good can again be 


had. 


It is not to be expected that there will 
be any opposition in Congress to the prop- 
osition that the United States shall as- 
sume control of New-York Harbor, now 
that the proposition is embodied in a 
measure which contains nothing else. In 
a general logrolling, like the River and 
Harbor bill, the least objectionable propo- 
sitions may be “ antagonized” by the most 
objectionable. But a plain statement of the 
facts in the case is all that is necessary to 
be done for the bill introduced by Mr. 
Minter. The facts are that the most 








important of our harbors is imperiled by 
reason of a conflict of jurisdiction along 
its shores, An assumption of the un- 
divided control of its waters by the Gen- 
eral Government is absolutely essential 
to prevent its gradual filling by deposits 
of rubbish.

The mind of the Western statesman is 
difficult of comprehension in the effete 
East. Senator VEST on Monday intro- 
duced a resolution of inquiry concerning 
the alleged invasion of the Indian Terri- 


¢ tory under authority of leases sanctioned 
-« by the Interior Department, in direct vio- 
] lation of the law. 


Nobody attempted to 
defend the. Interior Department until :yes- 
terday, when Senator PLUMB, without 
denying either the invasion of the Terri- 
tory or the violation of the law, appeared 
as the champion of the department. Sena- 
tor PLUMB insisted that the present Sec- 
retary was simply following the prac- 
tice of the department, a statement 
which ‘might be in place after the 
Secretary had been found guilty of 
malfeasance, by way of an appeal for 
=xecutive clemency, but seems to be al- 
together irrelevant upon a resolution of 
inquiry. Moreover, the Kansas Senator 
took the broad general ground that the 
Indians had more land than they could 
use and that the extent of their reserva- 
tion was absurdly large. As an answer 
to a specific charge of a violation of law it 
seems to us that this argument could not 
have been ventured by anybody brought 
up east of the Mississippi. However, it is 
to be remarked that Senator VEST as well 
as Senator PLUMB is a Western statesman, 
a circumstance which tends to blunt the 
point of the geographical moral that 
might otherwise be drawn from Senator 
PLUMB’s singular line of defense, 











The departments that are to be in need 
of funds for next year’s work, which are 
usually raised by the issue of bonds, are 
submitting estimates in order that the effect 
of the constitutional amendment may be 
anticipated. This may be justified as an 
exercise of abundant caution in view of a 
possibleexigency, but some action ought to 
be taken to secure a judicial construc- 
tion of the meaning of ‘“ total indebted- 
ness” and the effect of the existence of a 
sinking fund on the city’s ability to issue 
bonds after the constitutional amendment 
goes into operation. If this is necessarily 
a long or an expensive process the Legis- 
lature might forestall any occasion for it 
by summarily reforming the sinking fund 
law, 








THE POPULAR VOTE. 


‘We are able to give this morning a 
complete table of the popular vote at the 
late Presidential election side by side with 
that of the election of 1880. The total 
vote for the whole country is 10,046,073, a 
gain of 827,822. BLaINe’s total vote is 
4,847,659, a gain of 393,243 over that of 
GARFIELD, CLEVELAND’S total vote is 
4,913,901, a gain of 468,949 over that 
of Hancock. The third and fourth 
party votes are less in the aggregate 
than four years ago, when WEAVER 
polled 308,578 and Dow 10,305. The vote 
of the Prohibition candidate this year rose 
to 150,633, while that of BUTLER was only 
133,880. CLEVELAND fell 218,261 short of an 
absolute majority, while GARFIELD lacked 
311,000 votes of a majority. GARFIELD 
had a plurality of only 9,464 over Han- 
cock on the vote of all the States. 

CLEVELAND’S plurality on the face of the 
returns is 66,242, but if we aim at an‘act- 
ual test of party strength these fig- 
ures must be somewhat modified. 
There was a fusion between the minor- 
ity elements in five States, Michigan, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri, and West Vir- 
ginia. In the tirst three of these it was 
favorable to the vote returned for Cleve- 
land Electors and in the last two favora- 
ble to that of the Blaine Electors. Mich- 
igan is the only State in which means 
were provided for measuring the Butler 
vote, and there it was 41,300 votes, while 
in Iowa it is vaguely claimed to be 33,000. 
WEAVER had nearly that number in 
1880, while in Nebraska he had less 
than 4,000. The increase in the appar- 
ent Republican vote there is about 
22,000, while that in the apparent Demo- 
cratic vote is about 26,000. Probably 
10,000 would be a liberal estimate of the 
Butler element in the vote cast for the 
fusion ticket. There is no means of get- 
ting accurately at the strength of the 
Butler element in the fusion in Missouri 
and West Virginia, but the only estimates 
we have seen, based on the result of past 
elections, place it at 55,000 for the two 
States. Allowing 41,300 for Michigan, 
83,000 for Iowa, and 10,000—a probable 
overestimate — for Nebraska, there is 
84,800 to be subtracted from CLEVE- 
LAND’s vote and 55,000 from BLAINR’s 
on account of fusion. This would 
leave the Democratic plurality, with 
the Butler vote eliminated where act- 
ual fusion took place, at 9,300, a 
strangely close approximation to Gar- 
FIELD’s plurality in 1880. If we credit 
BUTLER with the vote calculated to be his 
on the fusion tickets, we shall raise his 
total to 263,180, still 45,000 short of 
‘WEAVER’S; but more than the balance 
was unguestionably delivered directly to 
BLAINE where there wasjno fusion. 

There are some things to be drawn from 
this table which are a trifle surprising. 
CLEVELAND not only made the whole of 
his gain over Hancock in the Northern 
States, but in the South he suffered a 
considerable loss in the comparison. 
The Democratic vote in the sixteen 
Southern States, in which we include 
Delaware, Maryland, and Missouri, 
increased from 1,596,985 to 1,728,149, 
while the Republican vote increased 
from 1,072,187 to 1,256,775. HANcock’s 


CLEVELAND’S is 471,874, a loss of 53,424, 
and this notwithstanding the enormous 
gain in Texas, where CLEVELAND'S plu- 
rality is 184,855, against 98,535 for Han- 
cock. Hancock added to the solid South 
the three Northern States of California, Ne- 
vada, and New-Jersey by pluralities aggre- 
gating only 2,969, making his total plurality 
in Democratic States 527,767. CLEVELAND 
adds to the South Connecticut, New-York, 
New-Jersey, and Indiana by an aggregate 





plurality of 13.217, making his plurality 


plurality in those States was 524,798, and 





in Democratic States alone 484;591, or 
43,176 less than that of Hancock. He 
made his great gains, or, to state it con- 
versely, BLAINE made his great losses, in 
Republican States, 

We have heretofore shown the signifi- 
cant losses in particular States like Massa- 
chusetts, Illinois, Michigan, and Iowa, 
which are to some degree offset in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, but even in 
Maine, New-Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
and Vermont BLAINE’s vote falls short 
of GARFIELD’s, and in the North- 
ern States generally, and in Republican 
States especially, he revealed the weakness 
of his candidacy. It was not the solid 
South, even with the aid of the cities of 
New-York and Brooklyn, that furnished 
the real test of Mr. BLAINE’S weakness. 
It appears in the St. John vote and it ap- 
pears in the relative loss of Republican 
strength throughout the North, and es- 
pecially in those States where Republican 
principles have heretofore had the strong- 
est hold. 











AN EXPERT ON THE CIVIL SERYV- 
ICE. 

President ARTHUR’S views in regard to 
the reform law will be more generally ac- 
cepted as authoritative than would those 
of any other public man of the day. He 
has had long experience in political life, 
and in what used to be known in a period 
which now seems curiously remote as 
** practical politics;” he has also had the 
best possible opportunity to become in- 
timately acquainted with the operation of 
a law which, so far as it goes, puts an end 
to practical politics. He knows as much 
as any one who could be named of the 
effect of the old system and of the new 
upon party activity, upon the service di- 
rectly, and upon those who are responsible 
for the conduct of the service. It may be 
said without the slightest disrespect to 
the President that until quite recently he 
was in no sense a civil service reform- 
er. He had no special liking for the 
kind of politics consistent with the idea 
of the reform and likely to be produced 
by its strict application, and he had no 
very clear conception of the need of the 
reform in the civil service or of the ad- 
vantages which it promised. On the con- 
trary, he undoubtedly believed that a 
service quite good enough could be had 
under the old system, and he very strong- 
ly believed in a kind of “ politics” in 
which the proper distribution of offices in 
the party ranks played an important 
part. 

When Mr. ARTHUR was called to the 
Presidency the public mind was deeply 
moved with reference to the question of 
office seeking by the death of Mr. Gar- 
FIELD at the hands of an office seeker. 
This tragic event had aroused a feeling 
to which the advocates of an unpartisan 
service, who had long been striving with 
indifferent success to obtain a hearing for 
their plan, appealed with irresistible 
force. The President accepted the situa- 
tion with candor and intelligence, and, 
while admitting his want of entire con- 
fidence in the plan, pledged his cordial 
co-operation in any system that Congress 
might decide to try. Congress decided, 
under the pressure of public opinion, to 
try the system of the reformers embodied 
in the law now in force, the essential 
principle of which was open competition 
for appointments within a modest range 
of offices fixed by the bill, to be ex- 
tended at the discretion of the President. 
The law has now been in operation for 
about a year andahalf. It has been ad- 
ministered wth the cordial co-opera- 
tion that the President promised by 
a commission heartily in sympathy 
with its purposes. It has had 
many difficulties to encounter. Though 
its advocates were justified by experience 
here and in England in their confidence 
in its practical value, it was in many re- 
gards an experiment. The entire m&chin- 
ery for its execution had to be devised 
and placed in inexperienced hands. The 
entire body of superior officers in the serv- 
ice were, with rare exceptions, ignorant 
of the first principles of the reform, and 
very many of them were necessarily 
prejudiced against it. It would not have 
been surprising if the new system had 
met with many checks and attained only 
disputed success. 


So far has this been from the actual 
experience that the President is now able 
to declare that ‘‘ the system has fully an- 
swered the expectations of its friends in 
securing competent and faithful public 
servants, and in protecting the appointing 
officers of the Government from the press- 
ure of personal importunity and from the 
labor of examining the claims and preten- 
sions of rival candidates for public em- 
ployment.” This we venture to point out, 
again with entire respect to the Presi- 
dent, is the testimony of a not over- 
willing convert, and it is conclusive, 
Mr. ARTHUR has had the best possi- 
ble opportunity to know exactly how 
the new system has worked and to com- 
pare its working with that of the old sys- 
tem, and heisso far from partial in his 
judgment that whatever prejudice he may 
have had must have been against the new 
and in favor of the old. It will be no- 
ticed that his testimony, though concise, 
is very comprehensive. He declares that 
the law does all that ‘‘its friends” ex- 
pected toward securing an efficient and 
honorable public service, and he bears 
very emphatic testimony—perhaps more 
emphatic and conclusive than the casual 
reader may perceive—to the other great 
merit of the system, its effect in divor- 
cing the service from politics. For it 
is from political ‘‘ rival candidates 
for public employment” that come the 
‘* personal importunity,” the ‘ claims,” 
and the “ pretensiéns” against which the 
reform system ‘‘ protects the appointing 
officers of the Government.” It affords 
this protection by substituting open com- 
petition for political and personal favor- 
itism, and the protection is complete pre- 
cisely in proportion to the abolition of 
“‘ patronage” and the separation of the 
service from politics. When we consider 
the strength and extent of the hold of the 
spoils idea upon those who were most act- 
ive in politics, the greatness and the 
value of the revolution described by the 
President are plain. 

The country learns with cratification 





that the President’ is not only heartily 
satisfied with the actual working of the 
system, but that he is about to present rec- 
ommendations for ‘‘ extending the scope 
of the existing statute.” In this spirit he 
will doubtless use the discretion placed in 
his hands to extend application of the 
system under the statute, and will thus 
prepare the way for still greater benefits 
from a reform with which he has so honor- 
ably connected his name. 








THE “‘ ELECTORAL COLLEGE.” 


The Electoral College of the State of 
New-York, having: received a_ blessing 
and effected an organization on Tuesday, 
yesterday settled down to real work and 
cast thirty-six votes each for CLEVE- 
LAND and HENDRICKS. This act was con- 
trary to the original provision of the Con- 
stitution, which intended that the person 
having the second greatest number of 
votes for President should be Vice-Presi- 
dent. In the present case the unrevised 
wisdom of our ancestors would have 
given us CLEVELAND and BLAINE. 

From this danger we were saved by the 
twelfth amendment, which, was ratified 
in 1803. The original scheme had thus 
early become plainly unworkable and the 
natural device of a national ‘‘ ticket” been 
employed to supersede the plan contem- 
plated by the Constitution, which was 
that the Electoral College should be a de- 
liberative body and really choose the 
President instead of registering the 
choice of the voters. It does not now 
do even that, for the election is complete 
before the so-called Electors have any- 
thing whatever to do with it, the State 
Canvassers doing the work of registra- 
tion. 

It is a serious public misfortune that 
the amendment of 1803 should not have 
gone further than the remedy of the in- 
convenience then immediately felt. As 
soon as the voters began to vote for a na- 
tional ticket, and to express, instead of 
delegating, their choice of a President 
and Vice-President, the Electoral College 
became an appendage to the election 
which was plainly neither useful nor or- 
namental. No piece of humbug which is 
intruded into so important a matter as 
the election of a President is simply su- 
perfluous. It is liable to become mis- 
chievous. If, for example, in a close 
election the Electors of a State could be 
bribed to betray the voters and to cast 
their own votes for the candidates of the 
other party, there would be no legal 
means either of preventing their votes 
from being counted for the candidate 
against whom they were chosen to vote 
or of punishing them for betraying their 
constituents. They would simply be ex- 
ercising a discretion which the Constitu- 
tion commits to them. It cannot be said 
that this is acontingency which can never 
arise, or that among the four hundred 
members of the Electoral College three or 
four can never be tempted to commit an 
unpunishable crime. 

We need not resort to imaginary cases 
in order to ascertain that the Electoral 
College is mischievous as well as useless. 
In 1876 a Federal officeholder was per- 
mitted to cast one of the Electoral votes of 
Oregon contrary to the express provision 
of the Constitution, that the will of the 
people of that State might not be de- 
feated. Nay, at Albany yesterday the 
“college”? was kept waiting for half 
an hour for an Elector who had 
mistaken the hour at which the 
college was to assemble, and who was 
empowered to cast one thirty-sixth of the 
votes of New-York, Another Elector, it 
is related, inadvertently voted for Gov. 
CLEVELAND for Vice-President, and if 
this inadvertency had not been noted 
by another Elector, it would have de- 
prived Mr. HENDRICKS of a vote. 

Whatever else is done in relation to the 
election of President, it is plain that the 
clumsy intervention of the ‘‘ Electors” be- 
tween the voters and the accomplishment 
of their will should be removed by an 
amendment to the Constitution. 








ARMY LEGISLATION. 

Never since 1860 has the army _pre- 
sented itself to a session of Congress with 
fewer or less imperative needs of legisla- 
tion than now. Still, even the routine of 
administration constantly develops possi- 
bilities of improvement, while on the cal- 
endars of Congress for years have been 
measures whose chief misfortune is that 
of never securing leisure for considera- 
tion. 

The most comprehensive army bill be- 
fore the Forty-eighth Congress is Mr. 
Loean’s. It substitutes a court composed 
of a single officer for thé present cumber- 
some garrison or regimental court; it ar- 
ranges a slight increase in the pay of cer- 
tain classes of enlisted men; it makes a 
per diem allowance of $2 50 to officers 
serving on courts-martial away from their 
stations; it provides for civilian clerks at 
division and department headquar- 
ters; it allows the Governor of 
the military prison the local rank 
andijthe pay of Colonel; it permits 
officers at posts far from settlements :to 
employ one private soldier each as a 
servant, provided that the soldier himself 
consents and that his pay proper is 
charged against the officer employing 
him; it allows additional pay to line offi- 
cers detailed as Acting Assistant Quarter- 
masters; it restores the fuel allowance; 
finally, after a few other provisions, it 
prescribes the enlistment of 150 compe- 
tent instructors, with the rank and pay of 
Commissary Sergeants, for the post 
schools. 

Nearly or quite every one of these meas- 
ures, thus bound together in one bill, will 
be found urgently recommended in some 
one or more of this year’s military reports, 
Several of them appear in many reports, 
and have secured the warm recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of War. The provis- 
ion for summary courts would secure a 
prompter administration of justice, since 
now a prisoner put in the guard house for 
a small offense is often kept there await- 
ing the appointment of a court, thus 
causing his routine work to fall upon his 
comrades. Cases of ordinary discipline, 
involving slight penalties, should be turned 
off more rapidly. As for the court-martial 
per diem allowance. it was always made 





from 1802 up to 1870, and is in the nature 
of a reimbursement of extra expenses. 
The provision for Acting Assistant Quar- 
termasters simply puts them on the foot- 
ing of Acting Commissaries, to whom the 
law now allows the extra compensation. 
Other provisions of Senator LoGan’s bill 
will themselves suggest the grounds on 
which they are based. 

Again, we find legislation suggested for 
reducing the term of enlistment from five 
years to threes This has been advocated 
in several of the current annual reports, 
in order to check the tendency to deser- 
tion, by making the time of release seem 
less distant to recruits who do not find the 
service all that it had been painted. It 
must be added, however, that this meas- 
ure does not meet universal support. A 
bill limiting to a period of three consecutive 
years all details of company officers to staff 
or headquarters duty is pending in the Sen- 
ate, but the strength that can be brought 
against it is so great that its passage is not 
expected. The bill relating to the Inspect- 
or-General’s Department was very near 
being considered at the last*session, and 
will probably be taken up in some form 
during the present Winter. In the reports 
of nearly all the heads of departments will 
be found recommendations of more clerical 
force or suggestions of appropriations for 
buildings, supplies, or other requirements, 
but most of these pertain to the annual 
appropriation bill for the support of the 
army. 

Of proposed changes in the system of 
retirement there is a variety, but they 
have little chance of consideration dring 
the short session. The bill, however, pro- 
viding retirement for enlisted men after 
thirty or thirty-five years’ honorable serv- 
ice ought not longer to be postponed, An- 
other entirely meritorious measure, which 
should require no protracted discussion, is 
the one conferring the meagre reward of 
a brevet for exceptionally gallant and use- 
ful Indian service. 

To these bills touching army adminis- 
tration may be added those others on mil- 
itary subjects which concern all citizens, 
relating to the militia, to the supply of 
heavy guns, and to coast defense. 





TENNYSON’S NEW POEM. 

Lord TENNYSON’S new poem will un- 
questionably find its admirers among the 
numerous class of readers who believe 
that poetry should be purified of the 
prosaic presence of ideas. The new poem 
is entitled ‘‘ Freedom,” though it might 
as well be entitled ‘‘The Tariff of 1842.” 
Opinions will differ as to whether it is de- 
signed as an inscription for our statue of 
Liberty or as a hymn for the use of dis- 
senting congregations. In behalf of the 
former theory it can be urged that the 
poem has rather more to say about Lib- 
erty than has Victor Huao’s inscription, 
while on the other hand it is constructed 
in such a way that a congregation could 
be requested to sing any three verses, 
omitting all the rest—after the manner in 
which long Methodist hymns are sung— 
without in the slightest degree breaking 
the continuity of its absence of thought. 

These Jatest verses of the Laureate con- 
sist of Remarks concerning Athens and 
Rome, together with Reflections on Brass 
Mouths and incidental references to Brit- 
ish Politics. They ought to have been 
published with explanatory and critical 
notes and a glossary of Tennysonian 
idioms. As it is, no man living can fully 
comprehend the verses without making 
emendations of the text, but a poem 
the text of which has to be constantly 
amended by the reader before it can con- 
vey to him any intelligible idea ought to 
be classed as philosophy instead of poetry, 
and read at a meeting of the Concord 
School. 

Take, for example, the following lines: 
“How long thine ever-growing mind 

Hath still’d the blast and strewn the wave, 

Though some of late would raise a wind 

To sing thee to thy grave.” 

This will not do at all in its present 
shape. How can a mind strew the waves ? 
And granting that it can strew them, 
ought we not to have some clue as to 
what particular articles are to be used in 
the strewing process? And why should 
an ever-growing mind be sung to a grave 
by means of a wind raised by some per- 
son or persons at present unknown? 
Lord TENNYSON doubtless never wrote the 
lines as they now appear. What he did 
writé was probably something like this: 

** How long thine ever-growing mind 

Hath fired the blast and strewn the pave, 
Though some of late would raise the wind 
To sling thee to thy grave.” 


This is coherent and intelligible. The 
poet is speaking of some careless street 
contractor who blasts rocks and strews 
the pavement with fragments, heedless of 
the injury he may do. Naturally, public, 
indignation is excited against this con- 
tractor, and some persons even go so far 
as to propose to make up a fund 
—or, in poetic language, to raise 
the wind—in order to hire a cheap Italian 
assassin to rid the world of the careless 
blaster; or, as the poet forcibly expresses 
it, to “sling him” to his grave. Now, 
this is not only poetry fully equal to any- 
thing that Lord TENNysoNn has lately 
written, bit it has also the unusual merit 
of intelligibility, and no one can for a 
moment fail to see its superiority to the 
yersion of the poem which appeared in 
yesterday’s TIMES. 

It seems from apassage in the new 
poem that Lord Tennyson bitterly re- 
sents the threats that have lately been 
made to abolish the House of Lords. He 
refers to some one, say Freedom, or per- 
haps Sir StaFFORD NORTHCOTE— 

“Who, like great Nature, wouldst not mar, 
By changes all too fierce and fast, 
This order of our Human Star, 
This heritage of the past.” 

Obviously, the ‘‘Order of the Human 
Star” isa poetical title for the House of 
Lords. The new title cannot be said to 
be an appropriate or a happy one, but per- 
haps Lord TENNYSON was thinking of the 
Order of the Star of India, and in a gen- 
eral way mixed up the peerage with all 
orders of merit. It is interesting to know 
that, in the opinion of the poet, Nature 
objects to any fierce and fast interference 
with the House of Lords. One would 
hardly suppose that so new a member of 
the House would have such a love for it, 
but Lord TENNYSON is evidently a sound 





Conservative now, whatever he may have 


been when he wrote of Clara Vere de 
Vere. 

Of course, Lord TENNYSON is the best 
judge of what, in his position, is wise and 
politic. He has chosen to attack the Irish 
members of the House of Commons, and 
he is, it may be presumed, ready to face 
the consequences. There can be no doubt 
that he refers to the Irish party when he 
speaks of-— 

** Men loud against all forms of power— 

Unfurnished brows, tempestuous tongues, 
Expecting allithings in an hour— 
Brass mouths and iron lungs !” 

At present Irishmen can only resent this 
bitter and unjustifiable language—for Mr. 
PARNELL’ lungs are not iron—by boycott- 
ing Lord TENNYSON’sS poetry. Hereafter 
we may expect that not a single patriotic 
peasant in Ireland and not a single 
patriotic Alderman of this city will read 
a line written by Lord Tennyson. The 
poet may not care for this, but what 
will happen to him when Mr. Rosiy- 
son and his Irish friends in this country 
sail up the Thames and conquer the 
proud Saxon? Lord TrENNyson will 
then be ‘turned out of the Laureate’s 
office so quickly that he will have no 
time to carry off what may remain of his 
last official butt of wine. A new Laureate 
—a graduate of Trinity College, Dublin— 
will be appointed, and he will be paid, 
not with a butt of wine, but with a whole 
hogshgad of pure ould whishky, bedad! 
With what unavailing regret will Lord 
TENNYSON then look back upon his wan- 
ton and unnecessary attack upon the Irish ! 
Alas! it will then be too late, and he will 
goto his grave a sadder and a thirstier 
man. 








The substantial growth of the New- 
York Free Circulating Library since its 
modest beginning, four years ago, has 
made it clear that its founders and pro- 
moters have already laid the cornerstone 
of the city’s future great free library, and 
of all the institutions for popular pleasure 
and profit which we have or desire there 
is none more worthy of fostering and 
encouragement. It is not too much 
to say, perhaps, that next to a clean ad- 
ministration of its affairs a great free cir- 
culating library is the city’s chief lack. 
The library in Bond-street does not yet 
boast of a large collection, but its books 
are in constant use by a very consider- 
able number of persons, and its to- 
tal circulation for the last year was 
close upon 100,000. It needs money 
and deserves it. Mr. OTTENDORFER’S 
gift of a branch library in Second-avenue, 
which will be formally opened on Satur- 
day, has extended'‘its usefulness, and his 
munificent example is well worthy the 
imitation of others who have the welfare 
of the city at heart. But the library 
needs for its proper development and 
maintenance more money than it is likely 
to receive from private donations. Bos- 
ton’s public library is in a large part sup- 
ported by an annual appropriation from 
the city. We have often expressed the 
opinion that such a policy should be 
adopted here. 





That eminent statesman of Gowanus, 
JOHN DELMAR, comes from retirement to re- 
mind Democrats of the pleiocene period of how 
the “Little Giant,” STEPHEN A. DOUGLAS, 
looked, and to give pertinency to an anecdote 
which until recently has been known only to 
CHAUNCEY M. Depew. The anecdote is about 
HORACE GREELEY. He had been chosen to pre- 
side over the meeting of the Lincoln and Johnson 
Electors of this State in 1864, and had perched 
himself on the Speaker’s bench, in the old Capi- 
tol, at Albany. Leaning down behind the desk, 
he said to Mr. DEPEW, who was then Secretary of 
State: ** CHAUNCEY, I’m a little lame in parlia- 
mentary law. Jest sit down on that step and 
help me outef things go wrong.” CHAUNCEY 
took the seat indicated, out of the range of vis- 
ion of the Electors and spectators. The roll 
having been called, one of the Electors 
was discovered to be‘absent, just as DELMAR 
was yesterday, and the word was passed around 
that he had been indulging in something more 
than futilesdalliance with the cup on the pre- 
vious night. Somebody proposed an adjourn- 
ment, but Mr. GREELEY opposedit. He had got it 
into his head that an adjournment would be ir- 
regular, and might be made a reason for ques- 
tioning the legality of New-York’s vote before 
Congress. To enforce his view he madea pa- 
thetic little speech to his colleagues about the 
solemnity of fhe duty cast upon them and him, 
saying that upon their proper performance of it 
“perhaps the fate of the Republic would 
depend,” and he proposed that the Elect- 
ors should sit in silence until their ab- 
sent friend should appear. His speech swayed 
all before him. The ladies wept, and tears 
chased each other down the cheeks of ANDREW 
D. WHITE. CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW’S contempla- 
tion of the moving scene in the body of the 
room was interrupted bya thin treble whisper 
that crept down to him from the President’s 
desk, burdenea with disgust and the words: 
““CHAUNCEY! CHAUNCEY! how long do you 
think it will take tor that —~— fool to get the 
whisky out of him?”* A response from 
CHAUNCEY was made unnecessary by the sudden 
appearance of the dilatory Elector.

The Baltimore American feels “ perfectly 
certain” that ifasite near Chesapeake Bay had 
been selected for the Bartholdi statue “the 
money for the pedestal would long ago have 
been forthcoming” from Baltimore’s own peo- 
ple; “and short as is the time now left,” says 
the American, “it can be done yet.

THE Timers has always 
favored Glover, which hasa solid basis for its 
claims in its gazetteer rating, to wit: “It 
has 2 churches, a liberal institute, and manu- 
factures of carriages, furniture, and boxes. 
Pop. of the township, 1,178.” 





ANOTHER GAS CONSOLIDATION. 

Itissaid that the Jersey City Gaslight 
Company and the People’s Gaslight Company, 
of Jersey City, have consolidated, with a view 
to leasing their works to the United Gas Im- 
provement Company, of Philadelphia. The 
Philadelphia company guarantees the People’s 
Gaslight Company a dividend of 4 per cent. on 
their capital stock, which is about $500,000, and 
to pay the interest on $75,000 of 6 per cent. bonds 
issued by the company, and to pay their taxesand 
assessments. The Jersey City Gaslight Company is 
guaranteed 10 per cent. on their $750,000 of stock 
and the payment of their taxes. The lease 1s to 


take effect on Jan. 1. Meantime the new Con- 
sumers’ Gas Light Company islaying down pipes 
throughout Jersey City. They propose to sup- 
ply gas at the lowest rates, claiming to have dis- 
covered a secret of gas manufacture that will 
reduce the cost of its production one-half. The 
Philadelphia company say that they can pro- 
duce as cheap andas good gas as can be made, 
and profess not to be atraid of the Consumers’ 
competition.

OPERA AT THE METROPOLITAN. 

A noble performance of “ Lohengrin 
delighted an overflowing audience at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last evening. Of the many 
good representations supplied at this theatre 
during the past three weeks yesterday’s 
was undoubtedly the best, and as the 
Opera is, of all Wagner's works, the 
one that appeals most strongly to tpe 
public at large, it is safe to affirm that the labor 
and financial expenditure which preceded 
its production will be handsomely repaid. 
“Lohengrin,” although the most Italian of 
Wagner’s lyric dramas in respect of appre. 
ciable tunefulness, is nevertheless an essential- 
ly German product. Its lovely melodics, many 
of which are as clearly defined as Rossini’s most 
flowing measures, won favor for it in Italy 
many years since, and al! Italian companies of 
importance have brought it forth during their 
sojourns in America. But its character re- 
mains distinctly German, nevertheless. To 
hear it interpreted by German artists of high 
rank is therefore an exceptional pleasure, and 
such a pleasure was afforded the assemlt iage 
gathered at the Metropolitan jast nicht. The 
representation did not end until after 12 o'clock, 
and detailed criticism is consequently out 
of the question for the time being. We 
Shall take occasion to refer to the subject 
at length hereafter, alluding at present to the 
performance in the briefest manner. The differ- 
ence between the Italian rendering of 
*“ Lohengrin” and the interpretation of the 
opera by Germen_ artists grows  chielly 
out of the tendency of Italian singers 
to subordinate the general impression of the 
composition to the effect of afew tuneful num- 
bers, while German performers quite disregard 
the value cf points in an endeavor to presenta 
dramatic and lyric conception as sincere and 
realistic as the limitations of opera permit. 
As given by the company ait the Met- 
ropolitan last evening ‘“ Lohengrin” was 
not a_ series of airs and _ concerted 
pieces, but a lyric drama in which the problem 
of reconciling the semi-conventional forms of 
opera with the realistic theories of the Wag- 
nerian system—which theories, by the way, are - 
only partially carried out in “ Lohengrin’— 
was most happily solved. A _ performance 
of this nature ealls for a much 
more extended notice, of course, than 
can be prepared at the late hove at which the 
curtain fell upon the last scene, and while it 
would be easy and satisfactory to show in what 
respects Herr Schott’s Lohengrin, Friiultein 
Kraus’s Elsa, and Friiuiein Brandt’s Ortrud 
ditfered from the * singing characters” heretofore 
known to us, the agreeable task rmaust, as men- 
tioned already, be deferred. Herr Schott’s 
Lohengrin was anadmirable personation, rising 
far above his previous efforts. To the 
earnestness and eloquence of his declama- 
tion, the dignity ofghis bearing, and, in a general 
way, the artistic quality of his uchievements, 
tribute bas already been paid in these columns, 
It was reserved for last evening’s experience, 
however, to prove how beautifully he can phrase 
such pure cantabile musicas the duet inthe 
third act of * Lohengrin,” and with what feel- 
ing he can endow and with what delicacy 
of expression render the lovely bits of poetical 
melody in which the score abounds. Herr 
Schott’s recitative and song were equally re- 
markable last evening, and, viewed asa whole, bis 
Lohengrin stands out asa portrayal unmatcbed 
for genuineness and fascination. Friulein 
Kraus’s Elsa was a worthy companion picture to 
Herr Schott’s Lohengrin; and lriiulein Brandt’s 
Ortrud, especially asa histrionie effort, is best de- 
scribed as a revelation. Herr Blun’s Telramund 
and HerrStaudigl’s King were fitassociates tor the 
characters assumed by the more. celebrated per- 
formers, The chorus, except in the scene in 
which Lohengrin first appears. when it was 
Plain that an additional rehearsal would 
have been of service, was in excellent 
form, and Dr. Pamrosch’s band played the 
familiar but ever-welcome music to perfection. 
When we have added that * Lohengrin” wag 
superbly set as to stage attire, that the 
masses were canitally handled, and that 
the curtain had to be raised again 
and again, amid cheers and applause, 
after each act, we shall have said enough te 
place on record the successful representation 
of an opera which issure to be repeated for many 
nights and afford better opportunities for criti- 
cism than are now given.

THE CHICAGO ELECTION FRAUDS. 

CuIcaGo, Dec. 3.—District Attorney Tut- 
hilland Marshal Jones appear determined to 
probe to the bottom the Democratic fraud 
in the Sixth Senatorial District, and they 
are still finding important witnesses for 
the Federal Grand Jury.

SUITS UNDER THE SCOTT LAW.

BRIDGE MISMANAGEMENT. 
PEARL Sar Pe 
{S THERE A PLAN NOT TO INJURE THE 
UNION FERRY COMPANY ? 
fo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The vigorous article on the management 
of the bridge in Tae TIMEs this morning is good 
nud timely. It is in the direction of reform, and 
for the benefit of the people, as THE TIMES’sS 
articles usually are. The fact is that the whole 
management of the bridge is directed and con- 
trolled by Mr. Stranahan and Mr. Kingsley, and 
is directly and without disguise worked so as 
not to injure the profits of the Union Ferry 
Company. They do this successfully simply be- 
cause the other Trustees do not see each other 
except at the meetings, have no organization or 
plans, and consequently the well-laid schemes 
devised by these shrewd managers and put 
before the Trusteesin the most plausible manner 
have been, up to this time, successful. Now this 
should stop. The ‘Trustees are very much to 
blame tor allowing this great public work to be 
used for the benefit of a private corporation. 
it is high time that they either take action to 
prevent such manipulation or resign and let 
other men take their places who will not 
allow themselves’ to be used in_ this 
manner. It is the sentiment of a large 
majority of the people that the prom- 
enade and carriage ways should be free 
and the car fares be largely reduced. [tis be- 
lieved by those capable of judging that the main- 
tenance account could be largely reduced, and 
that the income of the bridge might be increased 
if only fair business sagacity ana energy were 
injected into the work. Why are all the valu- 
able spaces under the bridge not utilized? Why 
is the dock on the New-York side not made to 
bring anincome? Why are steps not taken to 
utilize the bridge to the greatest extent? 
Blocking up the entrance to the  prom- 
enade with toll houses in order to col- 
lect about $400 a year more than the cost 
of coliecting the tolls, Jighting, and policing is 
simply outrageous. Charging 5 cents to carry a 
passenger on the cars about a mile is extortion. 
Even Gould, Field, and Sage on their badly 
watered Manhattan do about eight times better 
than that. Now, Messrs. Trustees—those who 
do not own Union Ferry stock —will you not stir 
up the Stranahan-Kingsley-Union Ferry man- 
agement or hand in your resignations and make 
way for a Board of Directors who will do so ?

That the 
receipts would be increased greatly by a reduc- 
tion of the fare on the bridge railroad to 3 cents, 
as is proposed in THE Times, of course no one 
who has given the subject any attention doubts; 
but the increase of the receipts and diminution 
of the expenses are not the primary objects of 
the Trustees. The frantic appeals by one of 
these gentlemen, who confessedly is working 
in the interest of the Union Ferry Company, 
(a corporation whose interests, be it noted, 
are directly antagonistic to those of the 
bridge) to protect that company by keeping tolis 
on the bridge as high as possible have probably 
not escaped the attention of any well-informed 
person, and are evidence of the fact so well 
stated in your editorial.

VICTIMS OF THE FIRST DRAFT. 


THEY WANT TO BE PAID FOR THEIR PER- 
SONAL DISBURSEMENTS. 

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., Dec. 3.—The Sche- 
nectady County men drafted in 1863—the first 
draft in this county—held a convention yester- 
day. The complaint of the drafted men is that 
during the war there were four drafts ordered 
by the Government, and in one-half of the State 
these were all filled at the publicexpense. In 
the other half all were thus filled except the first 
one, which was filled at the personal expense of 
the men drafted. They claim that their towns 
should assume the expense of the first draft, 
as they did of all the others, by reimbursing 
them. They ask the Legislature to pass a 
law that if a majority of the taxpayers 
of their towns petition the Supervisors to 
assume such expense for the town, they 
make provision for their reimbursement. 
The Rev. William Hull, of Columbia County, 
Chairman of the State Committee, stated that in 
Columbia County 405 men were held in the first 
draft, and they paid $300 each, and then the other 
three drafts were filled at the public expense, 
and the men in the first draft had to help pay 
this bill. He stated that generally the taxpayers 
were in favor of the proposed equalization, and 
that in the town of Stuyvesant, 1n his county, all 
the taxpayers but three signed a petition to the 
Legislature in favor of the reimbursement, and 
that the same was true of the town of Clermont. 
There are 15,000 men in the State who are uniting 
{n an effort to procure reimbursement.

A COMMITTEE TO GO TO WASHINGTON TO 
URGE ITS PASSAGE, 

The largest meeting of business men that 
has yet been held in the rooms of the New- 
York Board of Trade and Transportation oc- 
curred yesterday. It was called for the purpose 
of urging upon Congress to take immediate 
action on the Lowell bankrupt bill. Following 
are the names of some of some of the gentlemen 
present: James M. Constable, Col. F. A. Conk- 
ling, Capt. Ambrose Snow, Gardner R. Colby, ex- 
Judge Arnoux, Ethan Allen Doty, Demas Barnes, 
A. B. Miller, Patrick Farrelly, Charles Ricker- 
son, Oliver A. Gager, William F. Ford, Robert 
F. Austin, William Walker, J. Monroe Tay- 
lor, John M. Bruce, William I.’ Martin, Newton 
Crane, of St. Louis; Dorman T. Warren, John F. 
Henry, Thomas C. Smith, George Sargent, Isicor 
Bon, James Buchanan, of Trenton, N.J.; A. H. 
Saxton, James H. Goldy, and Frederick C. Linde. 
More than a dozen commercial organizations 
were represented. The meeting was called to 
order by Mr. A. B. Miller, Chairman of the spe- 
cial committee of the Board of Trade on bank- 
ruptey legislation. Hesaid that it was practi- 
cally agreed among the persons who had exam- 
ined into and discussed the subject of a national 
bankrupt law that the bill prepared by Judge 
Lowell, of Massachusetts, and as amended by 
various commercial bodies of the coun- 
try, and by the Senate, was as_ near 
perfect as it was possible to make a 
bill embracing so many features. It was ex- 
plained that the Lowell bill had passed the Sen- 
ate and had been favorably reported by the 
Judiciary Committee of the lower hovse of Con- 
gress. Mr. Gardner &. Colby, who was chosen 
Chairman of the meeting, said that he frequently 
saw the necessity of a national bankrupt law, in 
the course of his own business. Firms were 
failing every day, and preferring all their 
triends, while the general creditors were left out 
inthe cold. James Buchanan, of Trenton, said 
that all merchants seemed to be in favor of : 
nationai bankrupt law; therefore, he though 
the best thing to be done would be to appoint a 
committee of merchants. to go to Washington 
for the purpose of urging upon Congress the 
necessity of taking immediate action. 

Mr. Morris S. Wise read a long series of resolu- 
tions, which were adopted, urging Congress to 
pass the Lowell bill at once, and giving several 
reasons why a national bankrupt law should 
be enacted. Some of the reasons are as follows: 

The Constitution expressly provides for the estab- 
lishment of a national and uniform system of bank- 
ruptcy. 

A uniform and just bankrupt law protects the 
credit system, and thereby tends to cheapen the cost 
of all commodities to the consumers thercof. / 

The existing insolvency Jaws of the various States, 
asarule, permit the debtor to retain his estate in the 
event of his failure, by allowing him to execute prefer- 
ential assignments whereby his assets are withheld 
from the body of his creditors and distributed among 
his relatives and friends, who, in many instances, sim- 
ply act as custodians thereot for the debtor himself. 

The present chaotic and unjust state of said Jaws 
breeds roguery and chicanery, vromotes litigation and 
perjury, and places a premium upon and invites fraud. 

The dishonest and fraudulent debtor should be treat- 
ed asa criminal,and commercial fraud and dishonesty 
should be punished as a crime, and thisend can only be 
secured by the enactment of a national bankrupt law. 

The experience of the commerce of this country has 
conclusively demonstrated the great necessity for the 
enactment of # law which wiil place all honest credit- 
ors upon a plane of perfect and deserved equality. 

William F. Ford, editor of Bradstreet’s, said 
that disinterested opinion was fairly unanimous 
in commending the Lowell bill as the best meas- 
ure now obtainable. He was of the opinion that 
the bill could be passed at the present session of 
Congress if anything like the right spirit was 
manifested on the part of the people’s represent- 
atives. Newton Crane, of the Commercial Club, 
of St. Louis, was heartily in favor of a national 
bankrupt law, and said that the St. Louis mer- 
chants were in sympathy with the movement. 
Col. F. A. Conkling said the fundamental princl- 
ple of a just bankruptev law was that from the 
moment of failure on the part of a debtor his as- 
sets should become the property of his creditors 
at large. 

Mr. William I. Martin, of the Stationers’ Board 
of Trade, said thatthe members of his trade were 
heartily in favor of having some national bank- 
ruptcy law enacted. He was not authorized, 
however, to say that thestationers were in favor 
of the Lowell bill, or any other particular bill. 
Personally he was willing to support any good 
bill. If the Lowell bill could be passed more 
promptly than any other, he thought the mer- 
chants of New-York should unite in advocating 
it. Julius Hammersilough, President of the 
Clothiers’ Association of this city, said that any 
merchant doing business in a large city and sell- 
ing his goods on credit could appreciate the 
necessity of anational bankrupt law. Nearly all 
the members of the extensive clothing trade 
were in favor of a law of that kind. David 
Hirsch, President of the National Cigar Makers’ 
Association, spoke emphatically in favor of the 
Lowell bill. 

Ex-Judge W. HR. Arnoux said that his experi- 
ence asa legal practitioner led him to helieve 
that nothing would tend more strongly to up- 
hold honor and probity in commercial dealings 
than a national bankrupt law that would pre- 
vent insolvent firms from making preferences in 
behalf of a favored few among its creditors. It 
was also reasonable to expect better results 
from the operation of a uniform national law 
than could be attained from the inharmonious 
workings of many different State laws. Demas 
Barnes spoke of the importance of the measure 
under discussion. The following named gentle- 
men were appointed a committee to go to Wash- 
ington in the interest of the Lowell bill: Patrick 
Farrelly, Julius Hammerslough, David Hirsch, 
Ethan Alien Doty, John I’. Praeger, and Gardner 
R. Colby. 


BURIAL OF GEN. MOTT. 


AN IMPOSING MILITARY CEREMONY IN THE 
CITY OF TRENTON. 

TRENTON, Dec. 3.—The funeral of the late 
Gen. Gershom Mott took place to-day. The 
religious services at the family residence in Bor- 
dentown, were conducted by the Rev. Dr. Kolb, 
of the Baptist Church of that place, of which the 
deceased wasa member. Gov. Abbett, ex-Goys. 
Joel Parker and Ludlow, Gen. Sewell and staff, 
Gens. Stryker, Plume, Stockton, and Giles, Cols. 
Ettinger, Campbell, Murphy, Tobias, Secretary 
of State Kelsey, the Hons. B. F. Lee, E. J. Ander- 
sof, G. M. Wright, G. W. Duryea, M. R. Hamil- 
ton,anda host of other distinguished person swere 
present. Atthe conclusion of the services the 
remains were conveyed to this city, and placed 
in the rotunder of the State Capitol where, for 
two hours, beginning at noon, a vast throng of 
citizens and soldiers, many of the latter being 
comrades and men who had served under the de- 
ceased, viewed them. Among those who paid their 
last tribute of respect and looked upon the face 
of the dead were Gen. W. S. Hancock, Gen. Dan- 
iel Sickles, Gen. Hartrantt, Gen. Starr, and other 
notab!ie military men. The front of the State 
House was draped in mourning, as was also the 
rotunda, in which heavy black drapery bung 
from the gallery. In the centre was a catafalque 
covered with black cloth resting on a black- 
bordered mat. On this the casket was placed. 
The casket was covered with black cloth and 
mounted with silver. The name of the deceased, 
with his age, was engraved on a heavy silver 
plate. A sentry stood on guard at the head and 
foot of the coffin. 

Among the organizations which were present 
were a provisional battalion of the National 
Guard, commanded by Col. D. 8. Steele, of the 
Fourth Regiment, Nationa) Guard, of Jersey 
City: the military order of the Loyal Legion of 
the United States, the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, the Third Army Corps Union Society of 
the Army of the Potomac, and representatives 
of the several corporations to which Gen. Mott 
belonged. The Grand Army Posts carried the 
battle-flags of the famous Second New-Jersey 
Brigade, of which Gen. Mott was com- 
mander. Shortly after 2 o'clock the mili- 
tary marched trom Warren-street up State, 
and halted in front of the State Capitol, 
when the casket containing the remains was 
borne out of the State House door. Winkler’s 
Band played a dirge, and the battalion presented 
arms and then received the order “Rest on 
arms.’ The casket was then placed ina hearse, 
and, with Gen. Mott’s personal staff as pallbear- 
ers and some forty officers of the National Guard 
marching in hollow square around the hearse, 
the procession moved through State, Greene, 
Broad, and Centre streets to River View Cem- 
etery, where the interment took place. As the 
remains were being borne to the cemetery a 
Major-General’s salute of 13 guns was fired. 
After the body was consigned to the grave Com- 
pany A, Third Regiment, fired three volleys 
over the remains.

ELECTORAL COLLEGES OF TWENTY STATES 
CAST TWO HUNDRED AND NINETEEN 
VOTES FOR CLEVELAND AND HEN- 
DRICKS, > 
ALBANY, Dec. 3.—Flowers in pretty forms 
decorated the desks of many of the Electors 
when Eugene Kelly called the Electoral College 
of New-York together this morning. The Rev. 
Joseph U. Mulford, of Troy, offered prayer. 
There was a larger attendance present than 
yesterday. Upon the roll being called it was 
found that John Delmar was absent. A recess 
of half an hour was taken, and a messenger dis- 
patched to the Delevan House, where the Elector 
was found in his room. Mr. Delmar was ushered 
in at 10:50 o’clock, panting heavily. Secretary 
Dayton proceeded immediately to call the roll 
again. When Alvin Devereux failed to respond 
a perceptible smile crept over the faces of the 
majority of the Electors, and the proceedings 
again lapsed. Mr. Devereux came in in 
a few minutes. Messrs. Clark, Delmar, and 
Underhill were appointed to receive and 
count the Electoral ballots for President and 
Vice-President. As the Secretary called each 
Elector by name he proceeded to the desk at 
which the tellers were seated and deposited his 
ballot. When all were through Mr. Underhill 
said: “I beg leave to state that we find 36 ballots 
have been cast for Grover Cleveland for Presi- 
dent.”? President Kelly tricd to say something, 
but his voice was drowned by the loud and con- 
tinued applause which followed the mention of 


the name of the President-elect. ‘* Mr. Presi- 
dent, your tellers would report that 36 votes have 
been cast, all of them for Thomas A. Hendricks 
for Vice-President of the United States,” said 
Mr. Underhill, and deafening applause followed. 

A recess of 20 minutes was then taken in order 
to allow the Electors to sign the returns. On 
motion of Mr. Black, a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Black, Jackson, and Haldane was ap- 
pointed to deposit the returns in the Post Office.

A PRIVILEGED COMMUNICATION.

THE TROUBLE IT HAS CAUSED IN A SOUTH 
CAROLINA CITY. 

Cotumara, 8S. C., Dec. 8.—The most re- 
markable trial recently held on the civil side of 
the courts in this State was coneluded on Sun- 
day. Mrs. W. B. McDaniel, the soprano singer in 
the Baptist church choir in this city, and Mr. 
W. H. Huntt, the organist, met in the choir 
gallery about midday in last May. While the 
latter was in the gallery repairing the organ the 
former, while passing by, saw the gate off its 
hinges, and went in to get a sheet of music. 
During this time three ladies and a gentleman 


went to thechurch to putsomecurtains in place, 
and discovering the above circumstances report- 
ed them to Mr. H. EB. Bruce, at whose house the 
church keys were kept, and he in turn reported 
them to the Pastor, the Rev. W.C. Lindsay. An 
investigation of these circumstances called forth 
other remarks by Mr. Albert E. Fugle, who ac- 
companied the ladies upon the curtain expedi- 
tion, and therenpon W. B. MeDaniel and wife 
entered suit against H. E. Bruce and Albert f&. 
Fugle, in separate complaints, charging them 
with malicious utterances, by which they 
imputed to Mrs. MeDaniel improper con- 
duct. The damages to character were laid 
at $10,000 in each case. The suits were 
town talk, and the soprano singer was 
removed from the choir hy the disbanding of the 
choir. The trial began on Tuesday, Nov. 18, and 
the examination of witnesses was contifued 
until Friday morning Jast, and the arguments 
and charge of the Judge consumed the othertwo 
ot the ten days. The jury retired at 4:20 P.M. 
on Saturday, and came into court on Sunday at 
9:30 A. M. with a verdict for H. E. Bruce, de- 
fendant, (the first case tried.) on the ground 
that his report, as custodian of the church 
keys, was made to the Pastor under circum- 
stances which made it a privileged communica- 
tion. The plaintifl’s attorney claimed that the 
utterances were malicious; that they were ut- 
tered to defame plaintiff's character, and insist- 
ed on a verdict accordingly. The defense claimed 
that tne utterances were not malicious; that 
they were made asa privileged communication, 
and put in testimony as to the reputation of the 
plaintiff in mitigation of damages. 

The defendant’s attorneys and the male mem- 
berg of the plaintitf’s family, it is alleged, ap- 
per Fed in court daily, armed, and the Sheriff, 
who feared a tragedy in the court room, kepta 
sharp watch on all parties. The jury was very 
much divided throughout Saturday night, a 
portion standing by a clear verdict forthe de- 
fendant and others by a verdict tor the plaintiff, 
with nominal damages. As a compromise the 
verdict given was agreed upon. 

After the announcement of the verdictand the 
adjournment of court W. B. McDaniel, hus- 
band of the plaintiff, approached Will- 
iam H. Lyles, Esq., of counsel for the 
defendant, and, pointing to the testimony 
of Mr. Lyles, wherein he had declared that Mrs. 
McDaniel had admitted to hlm that she had acted 
imprudently. Mr. McDaniel demanded that Mr. 
Lyles retract his testimony, which was flatly re- 
fused. Mr. McDaniel then lost all control of 
himself,{and used insulting language, but fort- 
unately the Sheriff sprang forward at the first 
movement and placed him under arrest, else one 
or more persons might have been killed in the 
courtroom, Mr. Lyies was prepared forsuch an 
emergency, and would have shot his assailant 
had it been necessary. Mr. Lyles is one of the 
Deacons who heid an investigation in the Bap- 
tist church in reference to Mrs. McDaniels and 
Mr. Huntt. Mr. McDaniels has almost lost his 
reason through the severe ordeal which he has 
undergone. The Sheriff released him from cus- 
tody on Sunday night on promise of a peace 
bond Monday morning, which was given. The 
end of the slander suit has been reached in a ie- 
gal aspect, but may be revived on the street 
when least expected. A remarkable fact is that 
the plaintiffs and defendant, together with their 
counsel, are all satisfied with the verdict of the 
jury. 5

They finally decided to elope yes- 
terday, and atthe appointed hour, 4:30 P. M,, 
she met See at the residence of the Methodist 
clergyman of the town, the Rev. Delos Lull, and 
they were married according to the forms 
ot that church, After the ceremony they 
entered a carriage and were driven direct to 
the railroad station, where they procured tick- 
ets for New-York.

While he 
was putting the buggy away in Fred Brundage’s 
stable, opposite the station, his daughter and his 
unwelcome son-in-law were stepping aboard the 
south-bound train, happy in having eluded the 
vigilance of the stern father.

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“TESTIMONY FOR STEWART 


WITNESSES TELLING OF MR. HUNT- 
INGTON’S STOCK DEALINGS. 

UR. BANGS AS AN OBJECTOR AND MR. 
CHOATE AS A WOULD-BE READER OF 
LETTERS—WILLIAM PATONS MEMORY. 

The General Term Court room, in which 
the trial of the suit of David Stewart against C. 
P. Huntington and his associates in the Contract 
und Finance Company of California is proceed- 
Ing, was again packed ‘yesterday by a throng of 
Bpectators, who listened attentively to the evi- 
dence and the arguments of counsel. Mr. Hunt- 
ington was present, and sat leaning on his gold- 
headed cane behind his lawyers, Messrs. Bangs 
and Conkling, but. he seldom spoke to 
them or offered any suggestions. Mr. 
Choate opened the proceedings by continuing 
the reading of the deposition of Thomas 
C. M. Paton, which was interrupted at the ad- 
journment on Tuesday. In June or July, 1870, 
Mr. Paton deposed, he again met Mr. Hunting- 
ton, and told him that he heard a much higher 
price had been paid for Central Pacific stock 
than Mr. Huntington had paid for the block 
which he had secured from Paton and Stewart, 
and that they wanted him either to return the 
stock or pay them the higher price, according to 
his contract. Mr. Huntington declined to do 

either. 

Mr. Choate at this point held a pamphlet in 
the air, and said: “I have been fortunate 
enough to secure a copy of the published letters 
of Mr. Huntington, and now, in accordance 
with Mr. Bangs’s stipulation yesterday, when he 
said he was proud of them, propose to read 
some of them tothe jury.” : 

Mr. Bangs was on his feet in an instant, Mr. 
Conkling leaned back in his chair and_ gazed on 
Mr. Choate with open mouth, ana Mr. Hunting- 
ton twirled his gold-headed cane nervously. “I 
made no stipulation of the kind,’ Mr. Bangs 
shouted. ** WhenI get ready to present my let- 
ters to the jury I'l) do it,as { promised yester- 
day, but I object tothe production of any let- 
ters now, unless they refer to this suit.” ; 

Judge Van Vorst—If you read letters at all it 
must be from the original, and not from_that 
book, which is notinaform to bind Mr. Hunt- 
ington in this ease. 

Mr. Choate— You heard Mr. Bangs say yester- 
day that he was proud of this book, and glad to 
get it before the jury. . 

Mr. Bangs—I didn’t say anything of the kind. 
The gentleman svoke yesterday of letters to 
members of Congress. 

Mr. Choate—I spoke of Huntington's work on 
“How to Manage Congress.” However, the 
question is excluded, and I will cail William 

aton to the stand. 

Mr. Paton,a venerable merchant of 50 years 
ago, stepped to the stand. He said that he had 
resided in New-York since 1830 and was formerly 
in the dry goods business. He isa plaintiif in 
one of the suits against Mr. Huntington. In 
1870 he was in business at No. 341 Broadway. He 
first met Mr. Huntington in 1863 or 1864. He 
bought 100 shares of Central Pacific stock from 
Mr. Huntington on May 77, 1865, paying par for 
them. He afterward bought 60 shares at 75, 
rold; 90 at 80, and 37 at 99. He held the stock 
until April, 1870, when Mr. Huntington called on 
him. 

Mr. Bangs—I object to all this. This suit is 
not about Mr. Paton’s stock. It is about Mr. 
Stewart's. 

Mr. Choate—I propose to show that Hunting- 
ton madea bargain with this gentleman on the 
game terms that he offered Mr. Stewart. The 
bargain was the same for the whole block of 
stock. 

Judge Van Vorst—I think I will allow it. They 
ail seem to have been acting together in the 
transaction. 

“~ Mr. Choate—WelL, I’ll waive this subject for a 

a!ioment. Was Mr. Stewart’s stock referred to 

when Mr. Huntington came to see you ? 

* Yes, when Mr. Huntington opened the mat- 
ter to me I advised him to see Mr. Stewart and 
Mr. Aspinwall, who held much of the stock. I 
told him I had induced them to buy their shares, 
and I wanted to see them made secure. Noth- 
jng more was si#id about Mr. Stewart in that in- 
terview. Mr. Huntington said he had sent to 
stewart and Agpinwall.” 

“ Now, if Mr. Huntington made you any offer, 
State it.” 

Mr. Bangs—I object. 

Judge Van Vorst—I will allow it now. 
connected tlre transaction. 

Mr. Paton—-He said he had made an offer of 
par and interest to Stewart, and that if after an 
investigation he found the stock was worth 
more, or if it sold for more, he would make up 
the difference. Mr. Stewart afterward told me 
of the offer wnich Huntington had made to him. 
Mr. Huntington came to sce me agsin two or 
three days after, according to his promise. He 
said he had had a pleasant interview with 
Stewart and Aswinwall, and they had agreed to 
sell. He said he had stipulated that if Aspinwall 
after going to California was dissatisfied wth 
the sale, he should have the right to buy the 
stock back again. 

“Did Mr. Huntington tell you for whom he 
was buying the stock 7” 

“* He said it was for himself and hisassociates. In 
f® previous conversation he said Charles Crocker 
Was connected with himin the enterprise, and 
also Leland Stanford.” 

The witness wrote to Mr. Huntington in April, 
1875, in regard to thesale of the stock five years 

revious. Mr. Paton said his letter was to ask 

luntington to appoint atime and place where 

they could talk overthe matter. He met Mr. 
Huntington afterward with Mr. Stewart, and 
demanded a settlement. Mr. Huntington then 
said be could do nothing, but would refer it to 
his associates. “I told him.” said the witness, 
“that I knew he had paid three or four times the 
price that he paid me ana my friends, andI 
mentioned Mr. Lombardy, of California. He 
said that was true, but his associates in Califor- 
nia did it as if they nad a loaded pistol at their 
heads, and they were big fools for doing it. He 
never would have done it. He used a stronger 
word than big when he called them fools.” 

Mr. Huntington flushed siightly and scratched 
his head slowly, as the witness related his little 
story of California methods of making stock de- 
liveries. Mr. Bangs now took the witness in 
hand and subjected him t0 a searching cross-ex- 
amination. ln answer to questions Mr. Paton 
said that since his atten:iance in court he had 
not been approached by any “mysterious per- 
son.” He was not on intimate terms with Jay 
Goutd and was not accustomed to sleep at Rus- 
sell Sage’s house. He }iad never been a member 
ot Congress, and had newer secured a land grant. 
Under these questions, which were a burlesque 
on Mr, Choate’s prelim mary examination of the 
jury. Mr. Paton became somewhat restive. 
* Now, keep cool,” said Mr. Bangs, *‘and I shaJl 
make you admit that you are as impartial and 
unbiased in this case us the jurymen.” 

*T’ll keep calmer than you are and I won't 
Eweat half so much as you do,” was the retort, 
which created a burst of laughter in whicb the 
court joined. The witness said he received for 
his stock from Huntin;zton $34,867 12, which was 
at the rate of $139 and some cents per share. In- 
terest was calculated from September, 1864, 
which was a date prior to the time when he first 
held stock in the road. Andrew G. Agnew, the 
dnancia! man of Paton & Co., took the stock to 
Huntington and returmed with a check on Fisk 
&* Hatch. Mr. Agnew wrote down what oc- 
curred between Huntington and himself, but 
the witness only read a part of the record. After 
reading a portion he stopped for some reason. 
He bad never seen the paper since it was left in 
the office of Evarts, Southmayd & Choate. His 
own claim against Huntington was for $109,- 
21211. Henever saw Leland Stanford, Charles 
Crocker, or Mark Hopkins in his lite. 

“Why do you say im your complaint that you 
made a contract with Leland Stanford, Charlies 
Crocker, and Mark Hopkins ?” 

*“Tleft that to my counsel. I believe that my 
contract was with them as associates of Hunt- 
ington. He told me tuat he bought the stock for 
himself and his associates, whom he named. In 
April, 1870, he used the word * partners’ in 
speaking of Crocker, Hopkins, and Stanford. 
He said his partners were acting like big fools 
at the time he was trying to induce me to sell. 
At that time he did not name his partners, and I 
looked to bim as responsible to me for the per- 
formance of his contract. In 1865, before I 
bought my first stock, he told me that he was 
connected with my old friend Crocker and Stan- 
ford and Hopkins in the enterprise of the Cen- 
trai Pacific.” , 

On redirect by Mr. Choate Mr. Paten said that 
on the occasion when he made demands on 
Huntington they were for the difference in the 
price paid to him and to others for the stock, as 
Huntington said that he could not return the 
stock itself. When Huntington said his partners 
were acting like big fools he told the witness 
there had been irregularities in California and 
large overissues of stock, and he wanted to get 
ius criends out without loss. : s 

Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall, the next witness, testi- 
fied that he was the Executor of his father, Will- 
jam H. Aspinwall, who died in January, 1875. 
He said that he had held several conversations 
with Mr. Huntington in r rd tothe claim of 
his father’s estate growing™ out of the stock 
transaction of 1870. On Sept 29, 1875, one of 
these conversations took place, and the witness 
made a memorandum of it two days after. Gen. 
Aspinwall on this occasion said to Mr. Hunting- 
ton that the claim of the estate was for the 
difference in price paid to his father and the 
highest price paid for similar stock to others; 
that or more had _ been paid _ for 
similar shares. Mr. Huntington admitted 
that $400 had been paid by “them,” using the 
word collectively, in California, but said that he 
had consulted his counsel,and was Informed 


He has 


his 
that the contract, which he also admitted, was 
not legal because it was notin writing. He said 
he had to the contract, but he would not 
fulfill it. He also admitted that the question of 
my bond the stock at $400 was submitted to him 
in New-York, and he advised the purchase. He 
sSaidthere wasan intention at that time of re- 
organizing the company, and they wanted to get 
all the stock in their hands in order to carry out 
their plans. The witness told him that, as Ex- 
ecutor of his father’s estate, he felt compelled to 
begin suit against him, and Mr. Huntington told 
him that he hoped he would win. 

“ Did Mr. Huntington tell you that Mr. Bangs 
or Mr. Conkling was the legal light who inf ormed 
him that a verbal contract was not binding? 
asked Mr. Choate. 

“I object to that on the ground that it is 
silly,” shouted Mr. Bangs. 

“That is excluded,” said the court. 

“On the ground that it is silly,” repeated Mr. 


commission in San Francisco, was then read by 
Mr. Choate. Mr. Miller deposed that he had 
been Secretary of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company for 17 or 18 years, and knew the de- 
fendants in the ease. There was stock of the 
Central Pacific Railroad of California stand- 
ing in the name of David Stewart. Certifi- 
cates for 100 shares were issued in his 
name, and there were standing in his 
name 100 shares for which no certificates were 
ever issued. On the back of the certificates was 
an indorsement transferring the stock to the 
Contract and Finance Company, signed by Da- 
vid Stewart. The words ** Contract and Finance 
Company” in the indorsement were in the hand- 
writing of Mr. Miller, who could not remember 
from whom he received the certificates or why 
he transferred them to the Contract and Finance 
Company, or by whose orders the transfer was 
made, It was impossible, Mr. Miller said, to 
trace individual stock after its transfer to the 
Contract and Finance Company. The stock was 
transferred by the Contract and TFinance Com- 
pany to Leland Stanford, C. P. Huntington, 
Mark Hopkins, and Charles Crocker, at the time 
of the consolidation of the Central Pacific Com- 
pany of California and the Western Pacific Com- 
pany. 

the deposition of William E. Brown, of San 
Francisco, who was examined as a witness for 
the defendant before the last trial, was read by 
Mr. Choate. Mr. Brown was Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Contract and Finance Company 
from 1867 to 1873. He could not teli what had 
become of the books of the company. The Cen- 
tral Pacific Company was generally, he said, in- 
debted to the Contract and Finance Company, 
and was constantly transterring its stock in pay- 
ment. When Mr. Huntington turned over the 
stocks purchased from Mr. Aspinwall the 
amount paid for them was credited to Mr. Hunt- 
ington on the books of the Contract and Finance 
Company. On the winding up of the company 
Mr. Huntington’s account was adjusted as 
were those of the other three members of the 
company. The last seen of the books and pa- 
pers of the company by the witness was in Sac- 
ramento, inthe Fall of 1873, and he had no idea 
of what had become of them. Mark Hopkins 
delivered to Mr. Brown the Aspinwall stocks, 
telling him that Huntington had sent them on 
from New-York and was to be credited for them 
at par and interest. They were afterward, with 
the rest of the stock held by the Contract and 
Finance Company, divided between Huntington, 
Crocker, Stanford, and Hopkins, who formed 
the company. The four were all engaged in se- 
curing the stock of the Centra! Pacific during 
the years 1869, 1570, and 1871. 





JUSTIFIED IN KILLING GORDON.

POOL-SELLER M’VICAR’S EXAMINATION BE- 
FORE JUSTICE WHITE. 

James W. MeVicar, the pool-seller who 
shot and killed Frank Gordon, in Bleecker- 
street, last Sunday morning, was taken before 
Justice White, inthe Tombs Police Court, yes- 
terday afternoon. He looked pale and haggard. 
A hectic flush and abad cough confirmed his 
statement that he isa sufferer from consump- 
tion. His version of the shooting differed but 
little from the statements of the other witnesses. 
He said there was a third man with Gordon and 
Davis on the night in question. and he produced 
the overcoat he wore at the time. It had two cuts, 
evidently made with a sharp knife, which he 
said Gordon inflicted before be tired the shot. 
One of the cuts was on the right arm and the 
other on the right breast. The latter cut pene- 
trated the overcoat and Prince Albert worn by 
the prisoner, but both failed to reach the body. 

John Davis, Gordon’s companion, when put 
on the stand, varied his story trom the one he 
told when ftirst arrested. He admitted John 
Davis not was his right name, and said he had not 
given it for the sake of his parents. He said he 
was knownas * Sheeny Jake,” but disclaimed the 
title of ‘‘Sheeny Mike” applied to him, 

Col. Spencer then asked the magistrate to re- 
lease his client on bail. He said the evidence of 
all the witnesses proved that McVicar acted 
purely in selt-defense, and he saw no reason why 
the defendant should be kept confined in a cell 
in his present state of health. The Justice was 
of the same opinion, but he said he would rather 
wait until he conferred with the District Attor- 
ney before he took any detinite action. ** This 1s 
a justifiable homicide,” said Judge White, * and 
no doubt anv intelligent jury will bring in that 
verdict.” 

Justice White will consult the District Attor- 
ney to-day with a view of fixing bail. The ex- 
amination room was full of rough-looking men 
during the proceedings. While Cierk Lyons was 
taking the testimony of the prisoner he Jaid his 
new derby hat on the desk. When he’ finished 
he found it was replaced with a battered white 
derby, and he was forced to wear it to the 
nearest hatter’s

TWO BARKS DRAWN OUT OF THEIR COURSE 
ON TO THE ROCKS, 

The steamship Santo Domingo, Capt. 
Kelly, which arrived from San Domingo City and 
‘rurk’s Island Tuesday evening, brought 26 des- 
titute British sailors belonging to the barks In- 
vincible and Spinaway, which were lost in the 
Caicos Passage on Novy. 6. Both vessels left 
Cape Hayti for Rotterdam, with cargoes of log- 
wood, on Noy. 5. At midnight the Invincible was 
driven on torecksin the Cuicos Passage, where 
she remained tast. The crew abandoned her 
after it became evident that she could not be 
floated. She proved a total wreck. Capt. Hos- 
sack attributed the loss of his vessel to a strong 
northeasterly current, which carried him to the 
eastward. i 

The Spinaway got into the same current, and 
at 2 P. M. on Noy. 6 she ran on to a reef near the 
French Cay, about 10 miles from the point where 
the Invincible stranded. Capt. Stewart, of the 
Spinaway,was unable to get the vessel oif, and she 
also proved atotal wreck. The Captains remained 
at Cape Hayti to look after the wrecks 
and sent their men on to Turk’s Island, where 
the British Consul procured passages for them on 
the Santo Domingo. One of the shipwrecked 
men died on board the Santo Domingo on Tues- 
day shortly before she arrived in port. The 
shipwrecked sailors will be sent from here to 
their homes by the British Consul. ‘Che Invinci- 
ble measured 625 tons, and was built at Working- 
ton, England, in 1854. R. B. Porrett, of London, 
was the owner of the vessel. The Spinaway 
measured 437 tons, and was built at Kingston, 
Seotland, in 1575. She was owned by Mr. Geddie, 
of Bauff.
